Louisville. Ky., August 26.—The twenty- 
eighth triennial conclave of the grand en- 
campment of Knights of Templars begins 
here tomorrow and the official prediction 
of fair weather for the big parade, made 
Public during a driving rain today, was 
received with genera! relief. 

Major John H. Leathers, grand marshal 
of the parade, stated tonight that infor- 
matior received during the day led him 
to expect that 40,000 sir knights would be 
in line when the procession moves at $:30 
a.m. This pageant, as planned, will ex- 
tend over a route of 4 miles and will be 
the crowning glory of the conclave. 
Knights Templar from nearly every nook 
and cranny of the country, includitg Hon- 
olulu, will be in line. 

The course of the parade is a fluttering 
show of bunting, flags and streamers, and 
nearly every one of them will present to 
the marchers some sign of welcome. Ex- 
traordinary precautions to keep the streets 
clear have been adopted. 

All Commandecrics Arrive. 

Incoming trains today clogged the 
tracks about the city throughout the day 
afd by midnight all but a few scattered 
commandertes had arrived and been es- 
corted to their quarters. From ten to 
thirty trains arrived over every railroad 
entering the city, and it is estimated that 
there are 90,000 visitors here tOnight. Ho- 
tels and other hostelries are crowded to 
the doors with guests, and visitors also 
occupy steamboats moored at the’ wharf 
and Pullman sleepers parked in different 
parts of the city.

DY WAY QF EMPHASIS 
THEY WIN A VICTORY 


Surround and Capture a British Force 
Consisting of Sixty-Eight Men. 
Consul Stowe Talks of the 
Conditions in South 
Africa. 


London, August 26.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated from Pretoria to- 
day, Savs: 

“Three officers and sixty-five men, who 
were sent north of Ladybrand, Orange 
River Colony, on the right of Elliott's 
columns, were surrounded on unfavorable 
ground and captured by a superior force 
August 22. One man was killed and four 
wounded. The prisoners were released. 
Am holding an inquiry. 

“Have received a long letter from Steyn 
containing an argumentative statement 
of the Boer case, and he says he will 
continue to fight; also a short letter from 
Dewet to the same effect. 

“Botha writes acknowledging the re- 
ceipt of my proclamation and protesting 
against it, and stating that the Boers in- 
tend to go on fighting. On the other 
hand, the surrenders, lately, have in- 
creased considerably.”’ 

Another dispatch from Lord Kitchener 
says: 

“Since August 19, 32 Boers have been 
killed, 139 have been made prisoners and 
185 have surrendered, including Kruger, 
a nephew of the ex-president. 

“The colunfns are meeting with no ap- 
preciable opposition in Cape Colony. The 
rebels and armed bands are hiding and 
avoiding our columns with some success, 
General Beatson alone having been in 
contact with the command of Cheeper, 
whom he ts driving north.”’ 

Mr. 8 @, consul of the United States 
at. Cape* 4: Whe.t? fm London, .said 
today to a representative of the Associat- 
ed Press: 

“I find myself marooned in London. Ap- 
parently every berth on steamers bound 
for America is taken till the end of Sep- 
tember, and I am anxious to get home, 
where I can do away with official cares 
and talk as a private citizen. You know 
more in London bout the military condi- 
tions of south Africa than it is possible 
for any one to know at Cape Town. 

“While I have resigned from the con- 
sular service, my resignation does not 
take effect till I reach Washington, ‘hence, 
it is impossible tor me to say anything. 
You can learn much more fromreturning 
officers than it is possible to learn from 
any one else coming from the cape. 

“The south African problem is undoubt- 
edly difficult and complicated. The topog- 
raphy of the country and the mobility of 
the Boers, whom the English columns 
are unable to :pursue individually, render 
operations most difficult. The British 
are feeding many prisoners and providing 
for thousands of Boer families, all of 
which is very nice on the part of Englan4. 
But, in the meanwhile, the war drags on. 
There’is a great future for south Africa 
when peace is secured. The surface of 
her mineral wealth is scarcely scratched. 
Undoubtedly England is prepared to 
solve the problem of re-unification; but 
when that will occur certainly no person 
at the cape is able to say.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph publishes today a 
long interview with Mr. Kruger at Hil- 
versum on Lord Kitchener's latest proc- 
lamation. The correspondent says: 

‘“‘Mr. Kruger, who seemed ‘greatly im- 
proved in health, spoke vehemently and 
with intense feeling, rejecting the idea 
that anything had been changed except 
the attitude of the British government. 
He insisted that the tactics of the Boers 
were still as regular as at the beginning 
of the war. Their forces, he said, were 
smaller amd were split up into small par- 
ties because the british had split their 
forces into innumerable small columns, 
He declared that ever since the capture 
of Bloemfontein the British had trampled 
upon the code of international law. As 
for provision transports and the cattle the 
British are continually seizing, Mr. Kru- 
ger said these were intended not tor the 
Boer commandoes, which live from hand 
os mouth, but for the women and chil- 

ren. 

“He contended that Lord Kitchener's 
proclamation itself recognized that the 
Boers had a regular administration and 
an army. The proclamation could have 
but one effect—to embitter and intensify 
resistance. He said the question whether 
any protest against it would be issued 
was still under consideration, but this 
matter was of little import to the burgh- 
ers, who did not look to Europe for ap- 
1roval, blame or instructions. 

“Having characterized the proclamation 
as ‘the blackest crime committed against 
the Boers,’ Mr. Kruger closed the inter- 
view by solemnly calling heaven to wit- 
ness that the story ofa Dutch conspiracy 
against the British was ‘an abominable 
"le. the most mischievous and diabolical 
lie ever coined since man first appeared 
in the world.’ 

“He paid, however, that peace was still 
possible on the basis of give and take, 
and that the Boers were ready to make 
reasonable sacrifices and to give satisfac- 
tory guarantees on the basis of independ- 
ence and free pardon to colonial Afri- 


kanders.”’ 
TABER’S BODY FOUND IN RIVER 


Native of Georgia Commits Suicide in 
New York. 

New York, August 26.—The body of 
Britton H. Taber, a lawyer of this city, 
was found in the North river today. Mr. 
Taber was born in Georgia, but when he 
was quite young his parents moved to 
MFayette county, Mississippi. In 1871 
he was admitted to the bar of Water 
county, Mississippi. He practiced in the 
courts of most of the southern Cities and 
southern and western states. 

‘In 1886 he moved to Birmingham, Ala., 
and in 1893 to this city. He was the au- 
thor of a number of books, chiefly on 
religious subjects, and had only just 
completed the mantscript of a work en- 
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titled ‘‘The Guiding Star of Humanity.”

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MEN HURLED INTO RIVER 
BY CRASHING OF GIRDERS 


| 
New Bridge of the Southern 


Uver the Congaree Par- 
tially Destroyed, 


FOUR KILLED OUTRIGHT 
AND SEVERAL ARE HURT 


Cjirders Were Being Hoisted Into 
Pince When Lines Gave and 
They Fell, Smashing the 
Bridge and Hurling 
Men Into River. 


Columbia, S. C., August 26.—In an acct- 
dent at the bridge the Southern ratiway 
is building across the Conguaree river near 
Columbla four men were killed, three 
injured, one fatally and two seriously. 

The erecident occurred at 8:30 this morn- 
ing an was caused by the falling of two 
stee] girders about 7 feet long, weighing 
15 tons each. The girders were hoist- 
ed about midway of the river bridge. The 
rains of the night previous had probably 
caused the ropes holding them tin place to 
slip. 

The crash came without the slightest 
warning and at the time wnen there were 
seventy-five people on the bridge, specta- 
tors and workmen. 

Three of the men were pinned to the 
bridge and instantly killed, four more 
were knocked into the river, two of whom 
were rescued by a government tug which 
came up from the Congareée locks a quar- 
ter of a mile away. The names of the 
dead and wounded are: 

S. J. Castleberry, killed. 

Reuben Alston, killed. 

Job DeByas, killed. 

Jim Reese, drowned. 

The wounded: 

David Stiles, fatally. 

A. T. Thornton, seriously,

A 
companion swam out in the river and 
treaded water, pretending that he was 
standing on the ground, at the same time 
inviting the other out. Lowe, not 
suspecting the truth, started out and 
soon stepped off into 20 feet of Water, 
drowning almost instantly. His body 
was recovered an hour afterwards by 
Henry Gilbert, a well-digger, who dived

CENTRAL ROAD- 
DIRECTORS MEET 


Dividend ef. Five Per Cent on First 
Preferred Bonds. 


GOOD REPORT FOR THE YEAR 


Amount To Be Paid Out in Divi- 
dends Is $200,000—On First 
Preferred Dividend Bonds. 
Seconds May Get a 
Dividend. 


Savannah, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
The directors of the Central railway met 
this morning. Chairman J. F. Hanson, 
of the board, presided. The directors de- 
clared a dividend of 5 per cent on the 
figst preferred income bonds payable Oc- 
tober 1. 

_.Many who have watched the affairs of 
the Central closely during the year were 
confident that thig would be the dividend 
declared and there was much satisfaction 
expressed that the company had at least 
reached that point where it could pay 
the maximum dividend on the first in- 
comes. While the holders of seconds 
thought for a time this year that they 


dividend, it has been conceded, since the 
publication of the earnings of the road 
for the year ending June 30, that that 
was too much to expect this year. It is 
confidently believed, however, that the 
seconds will pay a dividend from the 
present year’s business. The expenses of 
the road were very heavy during the 
year just gone and the amount expended 
in betterments wag large. Seconds are 
now considered an excellent investment 
and will probably get stronger as the 
year advances. 

The amount to be paid out in dividends 
under the action of the board this month 
is $200,000. Much of this amount wi'l 
come to Savannah and Georgia, although 
a large proportion of it will go east. The 
issue, of first preferred incomes was $4,- 
000,000 and the agreement. was that when 
5 per cent was paid on these any surplus 
earnings was to go to the holders of sec- 
onds. It is understood that the payment 
of the $200,000 from the dividend account 
will leave a balance of only $450 in round 
figures. 

The gross earnings of the Central to 
June 30 were $6,920,714. This was a good 
showing compared with 1900, when the 
gross earnings were $6,086,263, and with 
1899, when the earnings were but $5,767,- 
345. The mileage has increased as fol- 
lows: 1901, 1,68;0 1900, 1,540; 1899, 1,524. 

Major Hanson said this morning after 
the meeting that unless some extraordi- 
nary expenses should arise during this 
year a dividend would be paid on the sec- 
ond preferred income bonds next August. 
The company had a fine year and the an. 
nual report that will be issued probably 
within the next two weeks will show this 
to be the case. 

These are the dividends paid by’ the 
Central on the first preferred income 
bonds during the past four years: Octo- 
ber 1, 1898, 2 per cent, $80,000; October 1, 
1999, 2 per cent, $80,000; October 1, 1900, 
3% per cent, $130,000; October 1, 1901, 5 
per cent, $200,000. 

While the dividend today was paid as 
the result of the heavy business: done 
last year, the outlook jis that the business 
for the present year will go greatly be- 
yond that of the period for which the 
dividend was declared. The earnings of 
the Central for the third week in August 
increased $19,542 over the same week last 
year, and the earnings since July 1 have 
increased $104,000 over the same period ‘ 
last year. awe es

BADLY BEATEN BY | 
MEN IN DISGUISE 


Hundley Abbott and Bayard Starnes 
Have Reugh Experience. 


HAD CALLED ON YOUNG LADY 


When Near Normal School at Athens 
Over a Dozen Masked Men Came | 
Out of Woods and Belabor- 
ed the Young Men 
with Sticks. 


Athens, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Saturday night near the state normal 
scho6l Hendley Abbott, the son of Pro- 
fessor Don Q. Abbott, of that institution, 
and Bayard Starnes, son of Professor 
Hugh N. Starnes, of the University of 
Georgia, were waylaid and beaten se- 
verely by a crowd of masked white men. 

These two young men had gone a 
short distance into the country to visit 
& young lady, and were returning to 
their homes. When they were near the 
city limits and almost to the normal 
school, twelve or fifteen masked men 
rushed out of the woods and set upon 
them before they hai time to defend 
themselves. These men had sticks, with 
which .they gave Abbott and Starnes a 
severe beating, and Starnes was almost 
choked te death by one of them. Then the 
men told Abbott and Starnes to run, 
which they had to do, although they had 
been so Badly beaten that they could not 
do much running. 

Aftem® they had chased them several 
hundréd yards the masked men returned 
to the woods and Abbott and Starnes 
came on to the city and reported the 
Matter to the authorities. They failed 
to recognize any of their assailants, al- 
though they are positive that they were 
white men. A vigorous inquiry will be 
instituted and an effort to catch the 
guilty parties will be made. There are 
some suspicions in the matter but 
they are not thoroughly grounded and 
may amount to nothing. 


Fine Cotton Crop Around Athens. 


The consensus of opinion among those 
who have taken the trouble to investigate 
is that the section around this city has 
this year the finest cotton crop in its 
history. 

A prominent farmer was asked a few 
days since if his cotton was bePng rotted 
by the continued rain. His revly was: 
“I wish my cotton would rot this way 
every year.” And then he said that he 
never had seen in all his experience such 
a crop of cotton in this section. 

Another gentleman, who keeps up close- 
ly with the condition of the cotton crop, 
says that he has seen larger cotton here 
but that he has never seen such a well- 
fruited crop, and his investigations ex- 
tend over the past thirty years. 

Still another who has personally in- 
spected the cottdn on a number of farms 
says that, barring some terrible storm 
or prolonged rainy season in September, 
the cottom crop of the section within a 
radius of 15 miles of Athens will be fully 
twice as large as it was last year. He 
had seen few farms that would make less 
than a half bale to the acre, and many 
that would make more than a bale per 
acre. 

Not only has the cotton crop been a 
success, but all the other crops have been 
fine. This section produced more wheat 
this year 4han ever before in its history. 
The oat crop was good. The hay crop 
is excellent, and corn is in fine condition, 
Added, to this, the average farmer has 
an increased number of hogs thf{8S year. 

The result of the good crops will be 
a fine trade.in Athens this fall. The 
merchants are in good spirits, for success 
for the farmers means success for the 
merchants. 

Athens received her first bale of new 
cotton today. It came from Eatonton, 
Ga., and was consigned to Messrs. Grif- 
fith & Welch.

An interesting feature that has 
been injected into the fight is a _ letter 
written by«Jefferson Davis, in 1887, in 
which the iNustrious confederate chieftain 
declared that local prohibition is “a 
wooden horse in which a disguised enemy 
to state sovereignty as the guardian of 
individual liberty is introduced.” Mr. 
Davis stated in the letter that ‘the 
abuse, and not the use of stimulants, is 
the evil to be remedied, and if drunken- 
ness be the cause of crime, why not pro- 
nounce drunkenness itself to be a crime 
and attach to it proper and adequate 
penalties."" Mr. Davis was a prominent 
factor in some of the memorable local 
option fights in Mississippi a short time 
prior to his death.

CENSURING THE COMMISSION 


Mississippi Papers Charged That the 
Officers Are Too Dilatory. 

Jackson, Miss., August 26.—(Special.)— 
The Dawes commission to the five civil- 
ized Indian tribes is coming in for some 
very severe censure at the hands of the 
press and the people in the eastern coun- 
ties of Mississippi where the Choctaw 
Indians who are entitled to land grants 
in the Indian Territory are now living. 
It is charged by one paper that Acting 
Chairman Tams Bixby and his associates 
are nursing good, fat jobs, and that this 
accounts for the dilatory tactics that 
have been adopted in identifying the In- 
dians. Hon. L. M. Garrett, of Carthage, 
one of the strongest editorial writers in 
the south, in the current issue of The 
Carthaginian, gives an interesting history 
of the work of the commission. When it 
was first created ex-Senator Dawes was 
placed at its head, but for several years 
past his name js about all that has con- 
tributed toward the work of. identifica- 
tion, as he has been in very feeble health. 
Major McKennon next took up the work, 
and about two years ago he identified 
1,923 full and half-blood Choctaws, but 
his work was not accepted as final, andl 
since that thme a long series of red tape 
has been indulged in. Mr. Garrett sug- 
gests that the next session of congress 
should compute the salary of the present 
commissioners ahead for about twenty 
or thirty years, pay them up, and then 
send a committee of some sort to imme- 
diately wind up the work. “An investi- 
gation of the investigators would not be 
a bad idea,’ concludes Mr, Garrett, “‘if 
congress wants this work completed be- 
fore the present generation of Choctaws 
have gone to meet their fathers in the 
spirit land.’ 


An Example in Alabama.

* Who Wanted His Life, 


GOT TIP ON THEIR COMING 
AND MADE PREPARATION 


Went Upstairs Armed with a Scythe 
Blade and Stood at the Head of 
the Steps—Leader of Mob 
Came Up and Hender- 
son Slashed. 
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Decatur, Ala., August 2%.—(Smecia!.)— 
With a scythe blade Enoch Henderson, a 
negro farmer of Moulton Heights, last 
nght stood off a mob of twenty-five mask- 
ed white men and probably fatally 
wounded one of the mob which had sworn 
to kill the negro. The mob wanted Hen- 
derson’s life because of a difficulty be- 
tween Henderson and Noel Graham sev- 
eral days ago. Graham is laid up and 
badly hurt, having been struck on the 
head with a brick thrown by the negro. 
Graham and the negro, whose lands ad- 
join, had fallen out over a gate upon 
which Henderson had placed a lock and 

‘key. Learning of the difficulty and Gra- 
ham’s condition, some of his neighbors be- 
came infuriated and it seems plotted to 
visit revenge upon Henderson. 

Last night Henderson received warning 
of what was intended from a white man 
who had overheard the plot, He barrti- 
caded himself in the attic of his cabin, 
armed only with a scythe blade, and 
awaited the mobfs arrival about mid- 
night. The mob attacked the house, fir- 
ing a dozen bullets into it. Henderson 
states several of the men wanted to fire 
the house. They broke down the door 
and started on to the attic, one man in the 
lead, with a lamp and revolver in his 
hands. Before this man reached the head 
of the stairs, Henderson claims to have 
struck him full in the face with the blade, 
wielded with both hands. The man fell 
to the floor and was carried away by the 
mob. As Henderson's fierce resistance 
seemed to have repulsed them, they went 
away swearing they would yet kill Hen- 
derson and the white man who had warn- 
ed him. Officers visited the place and 
saw the bullet holes in the house and 
large pools of blood in the house and 
yard, showing the man to have been des- 
perately wounded. They are investigating 
and believe they have located the member 
of the mob wounded by Henderson. ; 

Henderson and his negro neighbors are 
terribly scared and the whites are sullen 
and silent. but evidently deeply arousvd 
and determined. Henderson claims he 
recognized one man despite his mask. 

There has beef bad blood between ge- 
groes and whites at Moulton Heights for 


some time. 


IS SURROUNDED IN A SWAMP 


‘Negro Charged with Murder of J. C. 
McLeod, Near Batesville. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 26.—(Special.) 
A telegram received at the governor's 
office this morning stated that a negro, 
Bob Brown. who killed J. C. McLeod, 
near Batesville, Ala., last Wednesday, is 
surrounded in a swamp near Eufaula. 
The telegram requested that dogs be 
sent to the scene at once. The governor 
immediately telegraphed to Wetumpka 
and four bloodhounds under charge of 
Warden Thrasher arrived here this morn- 
ing en route to Eufaula. Indignation is 
high in the community and the negro 
‘f caught will probably be lynched. A 
reward of $100 had been offered for his 
capture or information leading to his 
capture. 


Tendered the Position. 


Scottsboro, Ala., August 26.—(Special.)— 
Warwick H. Payne, of Scottsboro, has 
been tendered the appointment of division 
commander for the Alabama Sons of 
Confederate Veterans by Commander in 
Chief R. B. Horton, of St. Louls. Gener- 
al Thomas Owen, of Montgomery, is the 
present commander. Mr. Payne has the 
matter under advisement and will proba- 
bly accept.

Hats Off, 
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AYCOCK ON THE LYNCHINGS 


Governor Says They Increase Rather 
Than Decrease Crime. 

Raleigh, N. C., August 26.— Special.)j— 
Governor Aycock quite recently m.ade for- 
mal announcement of his purpose when 
the next lynching occurred tv offer $200 
reward for the apprehension of each 
lyncher. He is now considering the ques- 
tion in view of last week's lynching at 
McFarland whether he shall issue a proc- 
lamation tdmorrow. Your correspyndent 
Specially interviewed the governor today, 
and asked e question whether he 
thought lynci¥ngs checked crime. The 
governor replied: 

“Lyndchings tends to increase rather 
than suppress crime. The lower class who 
commit the awful crimes for which they 
are lynched know nothing of law except 
by observation. If they find that the 
best people in their community become 
lawless, a spirit of lawlessness takes pos- 
session of them and their lawlessness 
takes a different form. All good citizens 
desire to find some way in which to stop 
the crime of assault, but this crime in- 
creases wherever lynchings are resorted 
to. .By letting the law take its course no 
man about whom there is reasonable cer- 
tainty of guilt ever escapes. He is cer- 
tain to be hanged by the courts. It 1s 
true, there is some delay, and frequently 
long delay in ascertaining the guilt of 
the accused, but when finally ascertained 
death is certain and there is something 
impressive, even about the delay when 
the execution is finally had, for it shows 
the people the law is jong-lived and never 
turns loose in cases of this sort until the 
guilty man is hanged. Lynchings tend to 
develop in the people a spirit of revenge 
and no people can be a high-minded and 
great people who yield to the passion for 
vengeance.”’ 

The governor was asked as to his opin- 
jon regarding the sentiment of North Car- 
olina as to lynching, and replied: 

“I should say the sentiment of a ma- 
jority of our people is against lynching, 
but when a crime is committed in any 


particular community, that community,‘ 


if it does not actually participate in the 
lynchings, will not aid in the prosecution 
of the lynchers. The sentiment in the 
state against lynching ought to be so 
strong that no good man will participate 
in it and then the law could be enforced 
against bad men who undertook to 
lynch.”’ 

In conclusion, the governor said: 

‘“Lynchings in North Carolina must 
cease. There will be a full investigation 
of this one.”

Unknown parties undertook to destroy 
two bridges on the Goodlettsville tufn- 
pike last night, and did burn two unused 
tollgate houses.

Dyna- 
mite was placed against the supports of 
the bridge at Dry Fork creek and ex- 
ploded, doing considerable damage. The 
same attempt was made at the bridge 
near Goodlettsville, but only one, stick 
exploded. Two sticks were found on the 
bridge. The two houses burned were not 
ot much value. A reward was recently

TENNESSEE RIVER VERY HIGH 


Corn and Cotton Destroyed by Black 

Hive ne Water. 

Hamburg, Tenn., August 26.—The Ten- 
nessee river is higher than ever known 
at this season of the year. There is at 
least 75 per cent of this county's corn 
crop under water. What corn is not cov- 
ered is that which stood on high ridge 
land, and it being dry land, was burned 
up during the hot weather. The river 
has backed up the creeks and sloughs for 
five miles in some places and killed both 
corn and cotton. A large number of peo- 
ple here have their whole crop of corn 
and cotton destroyed and are in debt for 
supplies, stock and farming tools with 
which they made the crop. Their condi- 
tion is critical. 


RAINS CAUSE THE OIL TO RISE 


Three Tennessee Farmers Make Dis- 
covery. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 26.—(Special.) 
Recent rains have brought oil to the 
surface on the farms of Perry Blosser, T. 
B. Lee and M. J. Brown, about fourteen 
miles west of Knoxville, at Concord. 

The coal miners and operators repre- 
sentative of the Jellico and Coal Creek 
coal fields will meet in joint convention 
Tuesday at Knoxville to prepare a new 
scale of wages for the year commencing 
September 1. The miners may ask for an 
eight-hour day with increase in wages 
over the present scale. The operators 
say they will refuse such a demand. It 
is said. half the Coal Creek operators will 
stay out of the convention. About fifty 
delegates are expected.

Advance at Houston Said To Be

Houston, Texas, August 26.—The spot 
cotton market was today marked up one- 
quarter of a cent and middling is quoted 
at 9 cents. The advance for the seven 
days ending today has been 13-16 cents, a 
new record for spots. Country buyers 
are said to be paying full market price 
and depending on a further advance for

LIKES SINGLE COURT SYSTEM 


Virginian Tells Convention What He 
Saw in Georgia. 


Richmond, Va., August 26.—(Spectal.)— 
Tre excellent judiciary system of Geor- 
gia was held up in the judiciary commit- 
tee of the constitutional convention today 
as far superior to that of Virginia. Chair- 
man Withers, of the committee on reduc- 
tion of criminal expenses, said that dur- 
ing the recess of the convention he had 
been investigating the courts of North 
Carolina and Georgia. He found in For- 
syth county that from 7 to 100 criminal 
cases were disposed of on the first two 
days of the term. Both states had the 
single court system. Georgia, with one- 
fourth more area than Virginia, and 400,- 
000 more population, had only twenty- 
four judges. North Carolina had more 
population than Virginia, and had only 
recently found occasion to increase the 
number of judges from twelve to sixteen. 
He said that he talked with leading law- 
years gf both states and the burden of 
heir complaint was that they could not 
get cases tried in Virginia courts. The 
law firm of Watson, Buxton & Watson, 
which did an immense law practice, as- 
sured him that their experience in the 
courts of North Carolina, Georgia and 
Virginia convinced them of the superior- 
ity of the single court system. 


IN THE TEXAS LEGISLATURE 


Resolution Regarding the State’s In- 
debtedness by Bank Failure. ~* 


Austin, Tex., August 26.—(Special.)—The 
Texas senate this morning adopted a res- 
olution memcralizing congress to prevent 
the destructions of timber lands along the 
Texas borfer as much as possible. The 
house cevoted all its morning session to 
redistricting the congressional districts 
of the state. 

This afternoon a concurrent resolution 
was adopted providing for compromising 
the state’s $358,000 indebtedness as a result 
of the failure of the First nationa) bank 
of this city. It was announced that if 
the legislature would appoint a committee 
to speak for the state and said commit- 
tee would agree to the taking of the bank 
out of the hands of the federal receiver 
and placing it in private hands again, 
that the bank would resume payment at 
once and pay dollar for dollar. With this 
understanding the resolution was adopted. 

The governor sent another special] mes- 
sage in today asking for a number of 
enactments touching on local conditions 
in various sections of the state. 


ENGINEERS MEET AT NORFOLE 


Conference To Be Held Between the 
Brotherhood and Seaboard. 

Norfolk, Va., August 26.—(Special.)— 
There arrived in the city tonight a com- 
mittee of eleven representing the engin- 
eers of all the divisions of the Seaboard 
Air Line system. They are all registered 
at the Atlantic hotel, where it was ru- 
mored a;conference would be held be- 
tween the representatives of the Brother- 
hood and the railway management. 
Nothing of the sort has been held up to 
midnight, nor will there be a conference 
until tomorrow morning. The engineers 
declined to disclose the object of their 
visit at this time. It !s believed, how- 
ever, that their conference with General 
Manager Barr will have an important 
bearing upon their status under the 
road’s new policy. 


WARREN IS IN TROUBLE AGAIN 


Shoots Young Man Who Was a Wit- 
ness Against Him. 

Charleston, S. C., August 26~—(Special.)— 
News reached the city late tonight of a 
shooting affray at Branchville in which 
Thomas Watson was shot four times and 
perhaps mortally wounded by Bartow 
Warren, the young white man who was 
tried at the last term of the Orangeburg 
court for train robbery. Watson was a 
witness for the prosecution. It was stated 
that Warren had said today: 

“Some of the boys have ‘been lying on 
me, and I mean to get even.”’ 

There was a mistrial at the last court, 
but Watson’s evidence was particularly 
strong against Warren. This led to much 
bitter feeling. 

The trouble tonight occurred in front 
of a drug store. A telephone message 
brought the news that Watson could not 
live, but at a Jate hour Warren had not 
been arrested. Warren was charged with 
having held up an express messenger on 
the Southern railway train, from whom 
he is alleged to have secured nearly $200.

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UNION MEMBERS 
SHUT OUT MILLS 
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Refused To Work Overtime To 
Make Up for Labor Day, 
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FIVE HUNDRED PEOPLE OUT 


Managers of Mills Say That No Un- 
ion Member Will Be Employed. 
That Operatives Will Be 
Required To Sign an 
Agreement. 


Columbia, S. C., August 26.—Five hus- 
dred operatives at the Olympia, Granby, 
Richland and Capital City cotton mills, 
who refused to make up the time that 
will be lost on Labor day by working six 
hours over time last Saturday, were de- 
nied admission to the mills this morning 
and were notified of their suspension for 
a week. 

The operatives fell in line and paraded 
through the village with much cheering. 

Union No. 211 is meeting to take action 
and is receiving hundreds of new mem- 
bers. Since the strength of the union 
has been divulged, President Smith Wha- 
ley said today: 

“‘We do not propose to have any union- 
ism in our business. The mills in South 
Carolina have agreed to employ no union 
labor whatsoever. I will close down 
every mill before I employ a union man. 
All of my operatives will be required to 
sign an agreement that they will belong 
to no union.” 

The union strength is estimated at 900 
old members and has been increased by 
several hundred recently. The union is 
expected to declare a strike at its meet- 
ing tonight which will affect 3,000 opera- 
tives. 

President. Whaley will issue his ultima- 
tum tomorrow, it is understood, requir- 
ing all employees to sign his agreement 
to leave the union, and will, moreover, 
not reinstate the five hundred shut out 
until their names are also affixed to the 
pledge. The unionists, to a man, will 
strike before they will sign the pledge and 
a large majority of the non-unionist have 
expressed the same intention. 

The union meeting tonight took_no ag- 
gressive action beyond receiving the 
pledges of its members not to forsake 
the organization. ‘ 

The mill officials have the_city_ police 
guarding the mills tonight to preven 
dynamiting. A wild rumor was circulated 
tonight that Superintendent Barnes was 
to be flogged and polce were asked for 
to guard him. The union will send hima 
bouquet of flowers to reassure him. 

Tomorrow will doubtless bring forth 
serious developments, 

Only the officials anticipate any violence 
from the operatives.

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THEY CLAIM THEY WILL WIN 


Machinists Say Southern Has Many 
Dead Engines on Hand. 

Knoxville, Tenn., August 26.—(Special.) 
The Southern railway district lodge of 
machinists is in session in Knoxville ar- 
ranging plans for continuing the strike 
of machinists. Vice President P. J. Con- 
lon, of the Interfnational Association of 
Machinists, who is meeting with the dis- 
trict lodge, says the strike will be won 
by the lack ‘of machinists and the ac- 
cumulation of dead engines. He claims 
fhere are about 200 dead engines on the 
Southern system now. A circular to union 
machinists over the entire country will 
be issued, warning them of the strike 
and asking them to keep out of the 
Southern’s shops. 

A secretary to the district lodge was 
elected this afternoon to succeed H. H. 
Spedden, of Salisbury, N. C., who re- 
signed to accept a position in the Illinois 
“entral shops. The new secretary has 
not been made known.

STOWERS REFUSES TO RESIGN 


Governor Longino May, However, 
Suspend Him from Office. 

Jackson, Miss., August 26.—(Specijal.)— 
State Treasurer Stowers will not resign 
his office because of the recently discov- 
ered shortage in the treasury by Govern- 
or Longino. This statement is made au- 
thoritatively and it opens up a very in- 
teresting range of speculation as to the 
probable outcome of the matter that is 
now being discussed from one end of the 
commonwealth to the other. 

Governor Longino returned today from 
Biloxi, where’ he reviewed the two reel- 
ments of the Mississippi national guard 
in camp at that place, and he has not 
yet announced what future action he will 
take concerning the shortage. It is as- 
sured, however, that the incident has not 
yet ended, and some interesting corre- 
spondence will pass on the subject with- 
in the next few days. It is now the cur- 
rent belief that the governor;will demand 
of the treasurer to state where the $107,- 
000 was deposited and what security was 
given for its return to the treasury. On 
this information depends his future 
action. If it is not of a satisfactory na- 
ture he will suspend the treasurer from 
office, which the law requires that he 
should have done when the shortage was 
first discovered. A perusal of the law 
shows that the governor has no discre- 
tion in such cases, the word “shall’’ 
standing out very emphatically in the 
statute. 

Tht amount of the shortage was on de- 
posit in the banks of Jackson. None of 
the bankers of Jackson will admit that 
they had’any of the money, but it is 
nevertheless a fact. The reluctance of 
the banking institutions to confess pos- 
session is easily understood after a pe- 
rusal of section 90 of the code, which 
makes them particeps criminis before the 
fact, and provides a punishment as in 
felony cases. If the treasurer has been 
guilty of violating the criminal statute, 
the bankers are equally guilty. 

The statement of Mr. Stowers that he 
did not know of the absence of the money 
from the vaults is given general cred- 
ence, and is substantiated) by the fact 
that had he known the money was miss- 
ing he would have replaced it on the 15th 
of August, immediately after Governor 
Longino went to the treasury and de- 
manded a count of the cash. He hed 
from about 9 o'clock in the morning until 
5 o’clock in the afternoon to replace the 
money, and would have undoubtedly done 
so had he known of its whereabouts. 


One point, however, which has not 
n brought out’ clearly, is the neglect 
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Captain Raiford, the cashier, to notify 
Sir. dtowete that he bad deposited the 
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money outside the treasury. Captain 
Raiford had left the city for a two | 
weeks’ trip, and had he met with death 
by accident during this period the where- 
abouts of the money might have never 
been disclosed. . Especially should this 
notification have been made in view of 
the fact that Governor Longino has been 
exercising his privilege of counting the 
cash much oftener than any of his pre- 
decessors. 

The incident has not yet ended, by any 
Manner of means, and the friends of 
the treasurer say that if it is the govern- 
or’s intention to push the matter any 
further some other surprises are likely 
to be disclosed. 


HOW JOSH GOT HIS EDUCATION 


Amusing Story of the Days of Re- 
construction. 

Montgomery, Ala., August 26.—(Special.) 
A good story was told your representa- 
tive yesterday by a well-known and pop- 
ular official of this county, who has per- 
sonal knowledge of the truth of the facts 
Set out in the story. It was during the 
days of reconstruction, and the scene of 
the incident was at Pike-Roads, in the 
heart of the Black Belt, about fifteen 
miles from this city, and in Montgomery 
county. Josh Simpson, then called a 
“colored man,’ but since a ‘“‘nigger,’’ 
called at the store of a well-known mer- 
chant who kept a general supply store 
of such goods as were mostly used by 
negroes, in fact he had but little other 
trade than the negro trade. Josh receiv- 
ed a warm welcome, ang was politely 
asked what he would like to look at. He 
replied that he wanted a ‘“bivie-back 
speller,”’ if it was not too high. The 
merchant told him he had them for % 
cents apiece, and Josh told him to “‘wrop 
it up,” and threw down a ten-dollar 
bill to pay for it. When the merchant 
Saw the ten-dollar bill he was surprised, 
and asked Josh where he got all that 
money from, and began jJollying Josh in 
& very pleasant way, evidently to get 
him to trade more. He told him of the 
benefits of education, and how com- 
mendable it was in him to spend his 
money for books, and that when he got 
through the speller, he would need a 
reader, and Josh asked the price. Only 
o0 cents was the reply, and Josh said, 
““Wrop it up.” The merchant then per- 
suaded Josh that a geography and an 
atlas were essential in getting an educa- 
tion, and that an arithmetic was indis- 
pensable, all of which he could sell him 
for $2.50, and they were cheap, all ‘the 
newest editions,’’ and indorsed by the 
“republican party.” Josh replied, ‘“‘Wrop 
‘em up.” The merchant’s stock of books 
having been exhausted, and Josh's 
money not all gone, he tried many ways 
to induce him to buy something else, but 
Josh refused to buy anything more un- 
less it was in the line of his educational 
idea. The merchant then suggested that 
after he got through with these books he 
would have an education that could never 
be taken from him, but that he would 
have to ‘defend it.’”’ Josh asked how he 
could do it, and the merchant replied 
that he had a good “six-shooter,” which 
he could sell him at a very small profit, 
for only $7.25, and that he would make 
him a present of a plug of tobacco, and 
Josh said, “Wrop ’em up.” This con- 
sumed the ten. Josh went home satisfied 
that he would have an education, and 
was prepared to defend it. The merchant 
was left happy in the thought that he 
had got all the negro had. The merchant 
got rich, and died owning thousands of 
acres of fine prairie land, whilst Josh 
died in the poor house, with his pistol in 
the pawnshop. There are thousands of 
such instances throughout the south, and 
they will continue to occur, so long as the 
negro can be duped, instead of being pro- 
tected by his superior, the white man.

CHARLESTON AND HONDURAS. 


Colonel Lusky’s Scheme for a Direct 
Line of Steamers. 

Charleston, S. C., August 26.—(Special.) 
Colonel Sergio Lusky, an army com- 
mander of Honduras, and commissioner 
from Honduras to the Pan-American ex- 
position, was in Charleston yesterday 
with the Pan-American commissioners 
who came here to look at the South Car- 
olina exposition. Colonel Lusky has a 
scheme for the establishment of a direct 
line of steamers between Charleston and 
Honduras and he said that such an un- 
dertaking could be carried through as a 
result of the exposition which will be 
held here. He will endeavor to have 
capitalists interested, and with the fine 
Honduras exhibit which will be a feature 
of the exposition, he will be able to point 
out the advantages to be derived from 
such a project.

The fruit business, which is a big item 
in Honduras, would produce traffic for 
the steamers and on the return trips 
there would be heavy cargoes of cotton 
goods and other manufactured articles, 
particularly from the south.

CHURCH AND THE ISLAKD 


Charles J. Bonaparte, Welcoming the 
Cardinal, Discusses the Part the 
Church Must Play in the 
New Possessions of 
United States. 


Baltimore, August 26.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons reached home this afMernoon after 
@ tour of Europe and was greeted by at 
least 10,000 persons, headed by Acting 
Mayor Henry Williams and Charles J. 
Bonaparte. Both made an address, to 
which the cardinal responded, after 
which they were driven to the cathedral 
at the head of a procession, which in- 
cluded all the prominent Catholic socie- 
ties of the city, from the vicinity of 
Baltimore and Washington and many of 
. the non-secular friends and admirers of 
the cardinal. He reviewed the proces- 
sion from the steps of the Catholic Club, 
opposité his residence, after which he 
addressed a congregation that filled the 
cathedral to the doors. 

Mr. Bonaparte’s address was devoted 
in a great part to a discussion of the 
part the church must play in shaping 
the future of the new possessions of the 
United States and the duties devolving 
upon the national government because of 
their accession. . 

He said in part: 

*“‘Needed in all times and all countries, 
the church today seems needed most of 
all in our day and our country, for today 
Americans are learning what burdens, 
what dangers, what temptations wait on 
national greatness. As fruits of war we 
face today the labors, the perils, the 
duties of conquerors. 

“It is hot for us to murmur, still less 
to shirk the appointed task; we cannot 
lay down at will these grave responsi- 
bilities, however lightly we took them 
up, and to vainly seek such escape were 
mere cowardice and fally; but we may 
well, nay, in reason and conscience, we 
must welcome and help which can fit us 
to fulfill them, and, in this work, as in all 
tnat concern8 man, there is room—room 
which none other can fill—for the church 
of Christ. 

“It-is for you, dear father, for you and 
your venerable brethren of our heirarchy, 
to see that this aid is given—given freely 
and in time. On you is cast this great 
duty, with such humble help, such loyal 
service as oyr obedience and affection 
may afford. We welcome you to your 
home, not as to a place of rest, but as to 
the scene of labor: we tell you less of 
our joy that once more you are with us 
than of sincere and earnest sympathy 
with your aims and cares, of dutiful 
readiness to bear our modest. part in your 
vast work.” : 

Cardinal Gibbons talked entertainingly 
after the parade on conditions abroad. 
He was much'interested in the status of 
the steel strike, and said ha hoped it 
would be'settled soon. When asked about 
the relations between capital and labor 
in Europe, he said: 

“That is.an economic question and J] 
did not study it. I am not able to confirm 
or deny the claims made that unions 
have the manufacturers in England so 
‘bound down with their rules as to lessen 
_the capacity of the workers, with the re- 
sult that England is not able to com- 
pete with this country in many lines of 
‘trade. It would take much study to learn 
all the details of that subject. 

“We were, however, struck with the 
care taken to guard against accidents to 
employees in England. Seemingly more 
value is placed upon thhuman life there 
than here. Rules are made by a board of 
commissioners, and these are rigidly en- 
forced. 

“In many instances employers take out 
insurance on the lives of their hands. 
When an employee is permanently dis- 
abled he must be paid his wages for, I 
think, three vears.’’ 

“Do you believe labor in this country 
is better off than in England?” was ask@. 

“That, too,’’ replied the cardinal, “is a 
subject for much investigation. Condi- 
tion is a relative term. Theres {s more 
in the question than wages alone. One 
must ascertain the cost of Ilving in each 
country in order to answer it intelligent- 
ly.’

LOUBET ON THE CZAR’S VISIT 


Considers Franco-Russian Alliance 


Beneficial to His Country. 

Paris, August 26.—The Patrie today 
quotes President Loubet, in conversation 
with an important person, 
the following statement: 

‘IT always considered the’ Franco-Rus- 
sian alliarice exceedingly useful and 
fruitful to our country. I thought e 
moment opportune to obtain the czar’s 
presence at the maneuvers. We first in- 
tended inviting him to the western ma- 
neuvers, which are of greater importance, 
but the czar preferred the eastern.”’ 

Asked whether the czar himself sug- 
gested the visit, M. Loubet replied: 

“These visits are not decided on with- 
out a previous exchange of views which 
have been proceeding for some time. I 
personally inspired the negotiations 
which led to the result now known. When 
I learned that the czar intended to re- 
view the German fleet in the Baltic I de- 
termined more than ever to secure a 
visit to France and I myself with the co- 
operation of M. Deleasse prepared this 
great event for which the negotiations 
were pursued with the greatest secrecy.” 

M. Loubet is further reported as say- 
ing that, thanks to the Franco-Ruasian 
alliance, war was averted with China and 
also that up to now the programme of 
the journey accepted by the Russian 
chancellor does not include a visit to 
Paris. 


SULTAN SQUEEZED BY FRANCE fn parties, 


Indemnity To Be Paid Amounts to 
1,300,000 France. 
Constantinople, August 26.—The amount 
of the indemnity which the sultan agrees 
to pay the Quays company for interfer- 
ence with its rights is 700,000 francs. The 
sultan will also pay 600,000 francs to a 
Frenchman on account of the seizing of 
his lands in Albania. The Quays com- 
pany renounces for a year the clause in 
its concession regarding the transfer of 
the quays to Turkey, only, it is believed, 

to save appearances for the sultan.

Imperial Edicts Are on Their Way 
to Pekin. 


Pekin, August 26.—Li Hung Chang to- 
day informed the ministers that the bear- 
er of the edicts necessary to tbe signing 
of the settlement protocol by the Chinese 
plenipotentiaries, who was on his way 
here from Sian.Fu and expected to ar- 
rive Wednesday, has been delayed by 
floods, but that it is anticipated he will 
reach Pekin shortly.

ACANST BLACKS 


Negroes Are Fleeing from Indian, 


~ Territory Towns, 
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WARNING NOTICES POSTED: 


United States Attorney Takes Cogni- 
gance of the Movement and He 
States That He Will Pros- 
ecute All Engaged in 
the Crusade, 


Sapupla, Ind. T., August 26.—Additional 
notices warning the negroes of Sapupla 
to leave town this afternoon were posted 
last night and today -nearly all blacks 
not employed or owning property are 
missing. 

United States Attorney Soper has wired 
that he will prosecute the offending 
whites. Surrounding towns are taking 
up the fight against the negroes and it is 
said that cowboys will help them drive 
them out of Sapupla. 

Demonstrations against negrose came t 
a sudden end with the arrival of Deputy 
United States Marshal] Bud Trail and 
Captain White. They were met here by 
United States Marshal Bennett and Gov- 
oernor Porter, principal chief of the Creek 
nation. Marshal Bennett instructed them 
to arrest all offenders and send them 'to 
Muskogee tin chains and to deputize citi- 
zens if help was needed. He stated that 
he would prevent an outbreak if he had 
to order troops from Fort Gibson. 

Mayor Miller issued a firm proclamation 
commanding the citizens’ committee to 
stop posting notices. This was the result 
of a yery, severe revrimand from the fed- 
eral authorities for a proclamation on 
Saturday. The deputy marshals have 
sworn in men for service tonight, but 
all is quiet and no trouble igs expected. 
Nearly all of the negroes not owning 
property have left town. Marshals have 
torn down warnings of the committee, 
including a new lot posted last night.

Anti-Negro Feeling Spreads. 

Stroud, O. T.. August 26.—The desire to 
run all negroes from territory towns start- 
ed at Sapulpa has gpread to Stroud, and 
a@ mob of gamblers and toughs has driven 
all the blacks from town. In addition, 
they tore down the houses of two ne- 
groes and burned the fulildings and con- 
tents. The trouble started when a negro 
attempted to stab a white man. The mar- 
shal has not interfered so far. 


HE BEGINS HIS LIFE SENTENCE 


One of the Murderers of the Gamble 
Family Placed in Penitentiary. 
Jackson, Miss., August 26.—(Special.)— 

Andrew Boyd, one of the negroes charged 


with complicity in the celebrated 
murder of the Gamble family, in Leake 


county, about eighteen months ago, has 


been brought to.Jackson and placed in 
the penitentiary to serve a life sentence, 
Boyd was convicted at the session of the 
circuit court last week. The _ sentence 
was in the nature of a rather unique 
compromise. The attorney for Boyd 
came to the conclusion that he could not 
successfully defend his client on the 
charge of murder without entering a 
plea of guilty for perjury, and, as the 
sentence for this latter offense is ten 
vears, and a trial for murder might have 
resulted in the death sentence, he agreed 
to let the prisoner go to the penitentiary 
for life.’ 

The Gamble massacre was one of the 
most notable criminal events that has 
ever taken place in Mississippi. On re- 
turning from a business trip to Canton, 
Mr. Gamble found that his entire familv 
had been murdered and their bodies 
cremated {n the home, which had been 
burned to the ground by the assassins. 
Two negroes were burned at the stake 
for the crime, and a general reign of 
bloodshed was for a while threatened. 
Only a few months ago fresh evidence 
was unearthed in the case, resulting in 
the arrest of six persons, and at the fol- 
owing session of the circuit court one of 
Russell Broach, was ac- 
quitted. 

Four negroes are now under indictment 
for participation in the Gamble massacre, 
but ft has not vet been decided when 
they will be tried.

letter to the editor of The Lexington Ad- 
vertiser, commending the editorial tn that 
paner on the subject of mob violence, and 
calling attention to the fact that fn his 
first message to the legislaure he recom- 
mended a bill authorizing the sheriff to 
remove from office any sheriff who al- 
lowed a prisoner to be taken from his 
custody and lynched.

The Remedy Is Excessive, 
(From The Jacksonville Tim >s-Union.) 
An ounce of prevention is not always 

worth a pound of cure—sometimes it is 
worse than the thing it is intended to 
prevent. Medical science is progressing, 
but medical men must learn by experi- 
ence. Experience comes from _ experit- 
ments, and the results of untried experi- 
meyts or insufficiently tried experiments 
are uncertain. 

The part played by tho mosquito tn dis- 
seminating yellow fever is receiving 
much attertion at present frcm the medi- 
cal profession. Experiments have re- 
cently been in progress in Havana with 
infected mosquitoes. Men who wish to 
become inimune consented to be bitten, 
and the bite was expected to result in a 
light case that would give immunity from 
the disease One of the men, however, 
who was bitten a few days ago, took the 
yellow fever and died, and experiments, 
so far as they involve the mosquito test, 
have been abandoned, 

The inoculation of individuals with the 
germs of a disease as a preventive of the 
disease in a severe form has generally 
been sucessful, but it is by no means cer- 
tain that it has not cost more than it 
was worth. In this instance the man who 
purposely exposed himself to yellow fever 
might never have taken it. He expected 
to have it in a light form, but it was suf- 
ficient to kill him. It is not certain that 
it is better to give the many a light form 
of disease in order to prevent the few 
from taking it in a severe form. Experi- 
ence does not guarantee that the disease 
thus taken will be light. In the case re- 
ferred to it was not. °

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POLITICAL AND OTHER 
GOSSIP OF FLORIDA 


-— 


Tallahassee, Fla., August 26.—(Special.) 
The return to Florida of Judge John G. 
Long, United States consul general to 
Cairo, Egypt, and the leader of the re- 
publican party in this state, has been 
postponed until the early part of Sep- 
tember. Judge Long expected to reach 
his St. Augustine home a couple of weeks 
ago, but upon arriving in New York, on 
the 3d instant, he decided to remain in 
the north for séveral weeks. It Is under- 
stood that as soon as practicable after 
Judge Long returns to Florida Chairman 
lienry 8. Crubb, of the republican state 
central committee, will call a meeting of 
that body, at which probably the most 
important matter to be considered will 
be the making of a slate of federal offi- 
cials for Florida to serve through Presi- 
dent McKinley’s second term. 

Republican politicians, both the “ins” 
and the “outs,” are extremely reticent 
about discussing probable changes in the 
federal offices which may be recommend- 
ed by the committee at the coming meet- 
ing, but well-informed outsiders, who 
have been watching the trend of affairs 
in the Florida republican party, express 
the opinion that the incumbents of most 
of the more important offices will hold 
on for four years longer. Rev. Joseph E, 
Lee, of Jacksonville, the negro collector 
of internal revenue for the state, is gen- 
erally believed to be safe for another term. 
The officials of the government land 
office at Gainesville, Messrs. Walter G. 
Robinson, register, and Henry 8. Chubb, 
receiver, will also probably retain their 
jobs. It is said to be a matter of doubt 
whether there will be serious and suc- 
cessful opposition to the reappointment 
of the present federal district attorneys— 
Hon. John Eagan, of the Northern dis- 
trict. and Hon, J. N. Stripling, of the 
Southern. 

Of the collectors of the ports, Colone! 
Matt B. Macfarlane, collector at Tampa, 
and Hon. George W. Allen, collector at 
Key West, are said to be slated for an- 
other term, but there is talk of opposi- 
tion to Collector James FE. Stillman, of 
Pennsacola. For the _ half-dozen other 
collectorships and for most of the more 
important postmasterships it is under- 
stood there will be lively contests. There 
is scarcely any talk of serious opposition 
to the present United States marshals 
and the surveyor general. 


The appointment this week of young 
Marion G. Donk, of Tallahassee, to be 
assistant state chemist and inspector 
of fertilizers for the next four vears, 
meets with unqualified praise and ap- 
proval at the capital. Mr. Donk is only 
about 25 years of age, but his studies and 
practical work in analytical chemistry 
have been unusually extensive and thor- 
ough for a man of his age. He has grad- 
uated from the scientific departments of 
the Florida State college, at Tallahassee, 
and the Florida Agricultural college at 
Lake City, and for two years past has 
been taking a special course in analytical 
chemistry at Harvard university. 

Mr. Donk’s appointment has attracted 
renewed attention to the advantages 
offered by Filorida’s soil and climate to 
poor men who are well equipped with 
physical energy and the determination to 
improve their fortunes. Some éighteen 
years ago Mr. John Donk, father of the 
new assistant state ponrmgye B nymginnns 
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da and settled on the old home place of 
former Governor William D. Bloxham, in 
Leon county, 3 miles west of Tallahassee. 
Mr. Donk, Sr., immediately investigated 
the demands of the accessible markets 
and set to work to supply to the utmost 
extent of his ability, these demands. He 
did not rely upon uncertain and unsatis- 
factory negro labor, but worked himself 
with all his energy. Such a man had 
to prosper, and the elder Donk has pros- 
pered. But to his mind his greatest 
wealth and the pride of his life lie in the 
fact that he has thoroughly educated 
those of his children who are now grown 
and is following the same course with 
those of his children who are yet in 
their school days. The Donks are prac- 
tical, sensible and exceedingly valuable 
citizens, and it is said that Governor 
Jennings was so impressed with the ex- 
ceptional home and collegiate training 
young Marion Donk, had received that he 
determined to put him in this responsible 
position strictly upon his merits, disre- 
garding the fact that other applicants 
had much stronger political backing. 

The death of Judge White and the 
appointment of Circuit Judges Maxwell 
and Hockner, of the first and fifth cir- 
cuits, respectively, to be members of 
the pew supreme court commission, 
makes three vacant circuit judgeships in 
the state which Governor Jennings will 
have to fill by appointments at an early 
date. Whilé neither Judge Maxwell nor 
Judge Hocker has yet filed his resigna- 
tion with the governor, it is said they 
will do so as soon as they have disposed 
of the cases which they now have under 
consideration. The governor hag given 
no indication as to who he will select 
for the vacant judgeships. 


The Governor and the Tax Rate. 
(From The Savannah News.) 

It will be recalled that Governor Can- 
dier, when he was conducting his first 
campaign for the governorship, declared 
thathe woulddo his utmost to bring about 
a reduction in the rate of taxation. There 
Is No doubt that he was sincere in that 
declaration, and it is but just to say that 
he has done what he could to sustain it, 
but the statement in our Atlanta dis- 
patches yesterday, to the effect that the 
tax rate this year would have to be In- 
creased, in all probability, from 5.20 to 
5.40, notwithstanding the fact ¢hat the 
amount of property returned for taxation 
this year is more than $20,000,000 larger than 
it was last year, seems to us to justify 
the question, What has the governor to 
do with the rate of taxation, anyhow? 

It is true he can veto the appropriation 
bill, but in view of the fact that he does 
not get the Dill until it is too late for 
him tao act upon it tntelligently before 
the legislature adjourns, he is not likely 
to take sv extreme a step ag that. It is 
stated that the legislature, at its last ses- 
sion, made appropriations greatly in ex- 
cess of the revenues of the state. It 
knew, apprcximately, what the amount 
of the revenues would be, but because it 
found difficulty in bringing the demands 
of the different interests within the state's 
income, it abandoned the problem and 


appropriated about $400,000 more than 
there was_a probability that the state 


could pay. 
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for this state of affairs. The legislature 
is to blame. It should not have adjourned 
until it had cut the appropriations down 
so that they would be covered by the 
state’s revenues. If it found the problem 
too difficult to handle quickly, it ought to 
have called {n outside assistance. It was 
certainly a mistake to appropriate money 
beyond the sgtate’s income. It may be 
that there are those who hold the gov- 
ernor responsible for the deficiency. If 
there are an injustice is being done him. 
The mistake he made, if he made any, 
was in holding out the promise that he 
would reduce taxation if elected governor. 


The Washington Snob.

A Washington dispatch states that the 
acting secretary of the navy, Mr. Hackett,

This is another one of those attempts, 
with which all Washington correspondents 
are familiar, to make a personal matter 
out of the public matter of the gathering 
and publication of news, in which work 
the correspendents at Washington are en- 
gaged. Such attempts have always re- 
sulted In bringing ridicule upon the men 
who made them, and probaoly Secretary 
Long will quickly restore the ] articularly 
pleasant relations between the navy Jde- 
partment and the correspondents when he 
gets back to his desk. The men who 
gathef the newsin Washington will do it 
in their own way, and not as Mr. Hackett 
may direct. The system is too well estab- 
lished to be overturned by Mr. Hackett.

AEVOLT OF LIBERALS 
HAS BECOME SERIOUS 


Believed That They Will Ultimately 
Win—Nicaragua Sends Men To 
Threaten the Colombian 
Towns—The Machias 
Arrives at Colon 


Colon, Colombia, August 26.—A report 
is circulated here to the effect that the 
rebels now threatening the town of Bo- 
cas del Toro hail from Bluefields, Nica- 
ragua. 

The United States gunboat Machias an- 
chored today in Colon harbor. 

Censorship Is Very Strict. 

Colon, Colombia, August 25, via King- 
ston, Jamaica, August 26.—The censor- 
ship here prevents the transmission of 
political news or news unfavorable to 
the government. The revolt of the lib- 
eral Colombian rebels, now two years old, 
has lately assumed a more serious aspect 
by the If{berals’ concentration on the 
isthmus. It is believed they are contem- 
plating aggressive action. Consequently 
uneasiness prevails at Panama, the lib- 
eral objective, which was nearly cap- 
tured a-year ago. It is not believed the 
rebels will molest the railroad or inter- 
rupt traffic. The recent rebel raids 
along the railroad amounted to bloodless 
raiding and the robbery of Chinese store- 
keepers which the presence of a few 
government troops apparently stopped. 
The area of the revolt is extensive. 

A noticeable, distinguishing feature of 
the revolution is the actual and moral 
‘support the liberals are receiving from 
Venezuela, Ecuador and Nicaragua, in 
which countries liberal governments pre- 
vail. Colombia’s conservative govern- 
ment is not popular with the govern- 
ments of the countries mentioned, but 
is popular with the revolutionary ele- 
ments in the countries. The situation can 
be likened to a disrupted federation com- 
posed of Venezuela, Ecuador, Colombia 
and Nicaragua in which liberals and 
conservative partisans are helping each 
other and intriguing together. But, be- 
ing separate nations, the political and 
armed intrigues threaten’ § international 
trouble. It is reported that the conserv- 
ative revolt in Venezuela against Presi- 
dent Castro is receiving actual support 
from Colombian conservatives. Nica- 
ragua’s threatened revolution will proba- 
“ bly be similarly aided. 

Great Federation Planned. 


These conditions give ground for the 
reports of actual or threatened interna- 
tional complications between the coun- 
ries mentioned in which the liberals are 
generally opnosed to Colombia's conserv- 
ative administration, whose prophesied 
downfall is accompanied by talk of a 
federation or consolidation of some or all 
of the countries mentioned under the idea 
of a “gran Colombia.’’ The Colombian 
gcvernment is in straits financially. 

The conditions in the interior are bad. 
The government is well supplied with 
ammunition and this week unsuccessfully 
tried to become possessed of consign- 
ments of the same to Ecuador and Nica- 
ragua in transit over the Panama rail- 
road. 

The rebels on the isthmus are ham- 
pered by a lack of arrangements and 
ammunition. They are reported to be 
awaiting the arrival of shipments and 
the presence in the field of certain lead- 
ers before commencing active work. 

General Alban, governor of Panama, 
who was recently granted extraordinary 
civil. and military honors on both sides 
of the isthmus, is now at Savanilla. He 
is supposed to be bringing troops for 
the protection of the isthmus. He lately 
invited a number of friends at Panama 
to his house, put a guard at the door 
and forced his guests to contribute lib- 
erally to the government before releas- 
ing them. A Colombian holding monopo- 
lies under the conservatives is being 
forced to contribute liberally to the pay- 
ment of the soldiers and police of the 
isthmus. 


Rebel Movement Will Win. 


The liberal revolutionary movement in 
Colombia is well supported throughout 
the country and it is generally believed 
that it will eventually succeed. If the 
Mberals could win without too much 
b'oodshed, the foreigners on the isthmus 
would welcome their administration. 
Some turn in the state of affairs is want- 
ed as being preferable to the present 
perturbations, but there {is nothing to 
show that the liberals would govern the 
country any better than the present ad- 
ministration. 

The government has about 400 soldiers 
on the isthmus, while the whole army 
amounts to from 25,000 to 35,000 men. 

Interior communication, traffic and 
transportation are bad, especially be- 
tween the isthmus and the rest of the 
oountry. 

Commerce on the Magdalena river con- 
tinues at a standstill. The government 
is occasionally running armored steam- 
ers connecting with Bogota, but the river 
traffic is subject to rebel interference. 


The Ranger Speeding South. 


Washington, August 26.—The little gun- 
boat Ranger, which left San Diego, Cal., 
August 17 for Panama, arrived at Aca- 
pulco, Mexico, today. As soon as she 
coals she will proceed on her journey. 
The Ranger has made about 1,400 miles 
in nine days, an average of about 6% 
knots‘ an hour. This is considered re- 
markably good time, as her normal 
steaming power is only 6 knots. 3

NEWSPAPERS AND COFFEE 
ARE INSEPARABLE IN CUBA 
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Havana, August 17.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—A very peculiar institution 
of Havana is the press. The stranger is 
always impressed with the number of 
daiiles on the streets every day in the 
year but Mondays. Recently one of the 
latest enterprises in the newspaper line 
has introduced the novelty of a Monday 
morning paper, something heretofore un- 
known in the island, except for a few 
weeks when Mr. Walter Howard at- 
tempted it with The Herald in Havana. 
When the Herald went. under and The 
Journal, edited by Mr. Sam Small, was 
bought by a company which consolidated 
the two American sheets under the name 
of The Havana Post, no effort was made 
to continue the Monday edition. Sundav 
has always been a fiesta with the Cu- 
bans ang to devote a part of it to prepar- 
ing a paper for the next day is an inno- 
vation not to be considered. El Mundo 
(The World) was inaugurated a few 
months ago and in that respect is more 
up-to-date than its compeers. 

It is difficult to understand how so 
many papers can live in a city of only 
a quarter of a million inhabitants, but 
they exist and continually new ones are 
Starting up, not always to keep life ex- 
tant for long, but the lack of success 
does not deter other similar undertak- 
ings. I was amused at a conversation a 
short time ago between a_ well-known 
American correspondent and a colleague 
upon the return of the former to the 
island after an absence of ten weeks. 
As his boat approached the landing he 
called out to the colleague, ‘‘How many 
papers born since I left?’ The friend 
held up three fingers. ‘And how many 
corpses?’ again asked the correspond- 
ent, to which the other replied by holding 
up two fingers, the third finger, which 
was not held up, represented The Mundo 
referred to. 

Among Americans, and presumably 
among other nations, a newspaper is 
Started as a business enterprise, conduct- 
ed as such, the debit and credit columns 
being as anxiously watched as in any 
commercial house, the balance sheet as 
carefully scrutinized. The paper, begun 
upon a& commercial basis, !s supposed to 
be a reflex of the general trend of 
thought. It is supposed to be ready to 
See fair play, to hold its columns open for 
the reception of facts, and while, natu- 
rally, the editor is expected to have 
opinions of his own and to express them 
upon occasion on subjects of public in- 
terest and moment, still he is hardly ex- 
rected to persistently shut out any fact 
or idea not in thorough accord with his 
special views. A southern sheet, 
pronounced democratic bias, will hardly 
day by day and year by year continue 
to fill its columns with abuse of the re- 
publican administration of the United 
States. It will scarcely go so far as to 
claim to know it all, to represent the only 
sensible individual in the world, to be 
the mouthpiece of the only decent, intel- 
ligent class. Our papers understand a 
good deal of honesty and justice, are not 
deficient in courtesy, are willing to ac- 
knowledge their adversary is one worthy 
of their steel. Always and carefully, 
however, the fact that the sheet is not 
printed and money expended for fun is 
before the eyes of the responsible party, 
and no man or company, no matter how 
much capital may be behind the enter- 
prise, will continue: a publication at a 
distinct and unfailing loss. In Havana 
the economic question is ignored entirely 
in the establishment of a newspaper, and 
whatever basis it may have for a founda- 
tion it is fair to state one for gain is 
not the important one with the backers 
of the new venture. Every Havana pa- 
per is violently partisan. Facts are sel- 
dom mentioned; recrimination and re-re- 
crimination form the gist of their matter. 
The truth, is they subsist onfy by a spe- 
cies of blackmail, levied perhaps indi- 
rectly, but that is its true name. The 
columns of a Havana paper can be 
bought; they are open to the highest bid- 
der, and no man nor measure can stand 
a fair show before the public. unless 
money or the equivalent is paid down in 
advance, 

His Coffee and Newspaper. 

They are issued peculiarly. The Cuban 
when he takes his morning coffee, about 
7 o'clock, wants to see his favorite daily, 
hence a small sheet is prepared for de- 
livery at that hour. Again at the mid- 
day breakfast, about half-past 10, he is 
anxious to have some more reading mat- 
ter, and the second sheet, larger than 
the first, is on sale by that time, or be- 
fore. He manages to exist on this supply 
unti] afternoon, when business hours be- 
ing over, he is ready to read something 
in the line of what he calls news again, 
hence about 1 o'clock each afternoon the 
tMird instalkment is usen the streets. 
‘Many of the papers issue a smal! sheet 
later still in the evening, but as a rule 
these three editions complete the supply 
for that day. Some papers here have a 
queer way of selling a paper in the morn- 
ing, not completed until the regular hours 
for morning papers, but partly dated the 
‘a@vening before, as with la FMatria a 
Stranger thinks the newsboy has dc- 
ceived him and sold him an old edition, 
when on the first page he reads the date 
of the previous evening. It can be un- 
derstood how a man without sufficient 
interest. or money will find it impossible 
to vindicate his conduct or opinions 
through the press. He won't be allowed 
a hearing. Fair play is a dead language 
to the Cuban editor. As tn the case of 
siberga in this Marti matter, if he wants 
to sustain his judeMent as to Marti, and 
doubtless he has plenty to say in his own 
defense, the public will never know it ex- 
cept by word of mouth, for the papers 
are a unit in yilifying Giberga because 
he stated to a private party that e 
thought Marti a curse to the 
Custom has accomplished here what in 
scme countries censorship provideal by 
law has failed to do, throttle the press. 
In almost any country in the world now 
there is more real freedom of the press 
than in Cuba. Not that the military zgov- 
ernment has laid an interdict upon any 
publication in Havana, save in the case 
of La Discussion upom the occasion of the 
appearance of the Good Friday cartoon, 
when only one edition of the paper was 
suppressed and the editor and artist held 
for trial. The press is untrammeled, so 
far as the government is concerned, but 
it is ruled by a few men, who, having 
interests to subserve. suborn the editors. 
It is rather amusing to note the sameness 
of ideas among the legion of papers here, 
although there claims to be in existence 
> now three distinct political parties, What 
one editor is exploiting is taken up by 
all. A few days ago it was the Giberga- 
Marti incident, and now it is the organi- 
zation of the artillery corps. They sure 
have a grievance now, and are makin 
the most of it. When they do take ho! 
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after they had reviled, dismembered, cov- 
ered with obloquy ana completely annihi- 
lated an enemy, they would let the corpse 
rest in peace, but the saying that no one 
but an Indian or a woman would scalp 
aman after he was dead might be made 
to apply to the Cuban press. It would 
seem that it was the part of a dignified 
profession to wait and allow time to de- 
velop a rumor or permit an opportunity 
for explanation, but that is not the Cuban 
way. Directly their blood is fired by what 
they consider an injury, without a mo- 
ment’s consideration, they launch forth 
into vehement abuse and insult. Among 
the numerous editorials and comments on 
the artillery Question and the race requi- 
site. The Mundo this morning under the 
heading of ‘‘Whites and iacks’’ lets 
loose a volley of abuse against the au- 
thors of that stupendous idea, and says 
also, “‘The corps of veterans in every 
quarter of the island, political parties, 
ayuntamientos, one and collectively, 
should lift up their mighty voices with- 
El Mundo reverberating powerfully with- 
im the national canntente so that the 
intervening government may stop in time 
in its nefarious work. The protest must 
be unanimous and stupendous, because 
only in this manner and none other shall 
we accomplish that cohesion indispensa- 
ble to resist with success the mortal 
enemy who appears to have dominatcd 
us, that race with blue eyes and fair 
hair, in whose veins circulates, in place 
of the noble Latin blood, the blood of 
Norman pirates, endeavoring with avidity 
to enslave in any manner, mora] and ma- 
terial, this land, the land which they are 
struggling to condemn to eternal misfor- 
tune.” 

This is just a sample of the way prac- 
tically all the papers are handling this 
question, One editor oes so far as to say 
that he was moved to tears at the idea. 
La Lucha fortunately has for an editor 
a Spaniard, who, as a rule; is a more 
Cval-hentnd personage than the Cuban. 
San Miguel, editor of La Lucha, has been 
called a trimmer, but only because ne 
allows some common sense to dictate his 
policy, and furthermore his paper is rich 
and if to be bought, demands a higher 

rice than the rank and file of the press 

n Havana. 

Edited Both Papers. 

When I first came here I used to note a 
pecullarity about La Patria and La Dis- 
cusion. Always there were the same sub- 
jects, same ideas and couched in lan- 
guage almost identical in both papers, 
and the mystery was solved when I learn- 
ed that the same party, namely Juan 
tualberto Gomez, was the editor of La 
Patria and employed to write the edito- 
rials in La Discuston as well. After the 
passage of the Platt law Gomez with irew 
from his party, not being in accord with 
them on this point, and as both papers 
were organs of that party—republican— 
he was likewise forced to resign his chair 
in one and employment in the other, since 
which time Lincoln Zayas has taken his 
place, but, I must confess, not to the 
improvement of either paper, for with all 
his faults Gomez is an interesting writer, 
and a more polished one than the general 
run in Havana. I was interested watch- 
ing Gomez the other day in a cafe, I 
had never seen him before except in the 
convention, where he was always fault- 
lessly dressed and made quite an impos- 
ing figure in his white tie and gold 
glasses, in spite of his brown skin. In 
the cafe, however, he did not have on his 
Sunday clothes nor his best glasses, but 
was unmistakably shabby. I have seen 
many a good old colored _ plantation 
preacher make just such an appearance. 
He was speaking earnestly in French, of 
which he is a master, though ignorant 
of English, while he 
with a generous slice of ham and a dis 
of eggs, supplemented with a cup of 
strong coffee and a plate of fancy cakes. 
Later he rose, and going over to the 
counter where such things are sold, he 
bought 20 cents worth of cake, purchased 
by a man who, outside of other means, 
has just now $300 per month and a per 
diem as a constitution maker. His col- 
leagues in the convention are his oppo- 
sites in this direction, dressing and evi- 
dently living well up to their quota of 
the insular funds. Gomez stated on sev- 
ering his connection with the two papers 
named, his intention of starting another 
sheet, but for once a newspaper man here 
in Havana seems unable to launch an- 
other frail paper barque, and so far he has 
not carried his intention into effect. 

It is amusing to examine the get up of 
the papers. La Lueha. the largest pper 
here, publishes what purports to be As- 
sociated Press news, but it has been re- 
marked more than once that Associated 
Press cables appear here a couple of days 
after same have been read in Jackson- 
ville bv readers of The Times-Heraid, 
which paper appears in Havana the sec- 
ond day from publication there. However, 
there is the columns of Associated Press 
matter. Then there As the English page, 
which often contains a translation of the 
Spanish editorial of the previous day, re- 
hashed. Extracts on the same p1rge from 
various American papers a week or two 
old complete that side. The Spanish edi- 
torial occupies considerable space in its 
place, and then there is room given to 
letters from favored individuals who are 
supporting the editor in his views. A 
Spanish translation of some story takes 
up several columne daily, two fair pages 
of advertisements swell] the size to a re- 
spectable limit, though a close observer 
will note that once an advertisement gets 
in it seldom gets out—the poor cooks, 
seamstresses, nurses, coachmen, clerks 
and all else soliciting a position continu- 
ing their appeals to the public very cour- 
ageously for many months, though now 
and then there ig some new mater in that 
line. And this is the papers, with the 
exception of a sma!l amount of ‘Yocal and 
insular notes. People here have a curtous 
fancy of seldom inserting a funeral no- 
tice, or publishing a marriage ceremony. 
only the editor presumably, in the case of 
some notable death or marriage, making 
hig own comments upon the event. Bap- 
tisms are commented upcn in the same 
manner. but it does not seem that the 
paper derives any revenue from such. 
The hyperbole indulged in by a Cuban 
paper is especially noteworthy when it 
expatiates upon the wedding of the ‘“‘dis- 
tinguished, beautiful, virtuous, sympa- 
thetic. intelligent. graceful. accomplished 
Senorita —— and the superb, valtant, 
handsome, well-bred and esteemed Senor 
——.,’’ They use that word “virtuous” in 
a way that rather astonishes us, but it is 
the custom to apply it and it is all right. 
It need hardly be explained that the literal 
signification is meant vhen using it in 
connection with the bride. 

The Sunday piper is in nothing different 
from any week day number. There is no 
effort made to get up a showy and inter- 
esting Sunday edition. I have never seen 
any of the dailies get up a trade issue. 
The quality of paper used is very poor 
and the tvpe inferior. It has seemed such 
a lack of proper business spirit on the 
part of The Lucha to use in place of the 
letter W, which is not in the Spanish al- 
phabet and therefore not in their type. 
double V, which while bearing a likeness 
to the former letter, still does not deceive. 
‘‘Nevvs from VVashington’’ looks a lit- 
tle different from ‘‘News from Washing- 
ton,"’ but The Lucha. has not thought it 
worth while to invest In a few extra type 
for use on the English page. , | 
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HOPES FOR PEACE 
ARE GIVEN A JOLT 
BY STRIKE CHIEF

President Shaffer Says Nationa 


Civic Federation Is Working 
Without His Authority,

BOTH SIDES OF FIGHT 
CLAIM TO BE WINNING 


Strikers Assert That Mills in Opera- 
tion Are Turning Out Nothing. 
Civic Federation Will Con- 
tinue To Work for a 
Settlement. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 26.—Reported 
peace negotiations for the settlement of 
the strike through the mediation of dis- 
interested partles—officials and members 
of the National Civic Federation—received 
a jolt when President Theo J. Shaffer, of 
the Amalgamated Association of Iron, 
Steel adn Tin Workers, tonight declared 
atsolutely that he hadno official knowledge 
of such proceedings and that if such a 
move had been started it did not have the 
official sanction of the organization. Nev- 
ertheless, the subject will not down, and 
tonight it 1s said the conciliatory commit- 
tee of the civic federation is fully pre- 
pared to carry on negotiations and will, 
if necessary, endeavor to secure the good 
offices of Archbishop Ireland, Bishop Port- 
ter, Daniel Hanna and Seth Low, co- 
members of their organization, to give 
such prominence to the committee that the 
proposal will be received by the steel cor- 
poration. 

Both Sides Claim Victory. 

In the meantime both sides to the con- 
troversy make claims to a victory. The 
steel people point to the gains they have 
made all along the line in the way of se- 
curing men and starting @lants, while 
the Amalgamated officials say .that in- 
Stead of losing ground the association is 
gaining every day and that while the com- 
bine has succeeded in starting a few 
plants they are not turning out merchant- 
able material and are losing money and 
breaking vatuable machinery and in the 
end will have to ask their old men to come 
to the rescue. 

The report from Wheeling tonight is 
that the manager of the Aetna Standard 
sheet plant of the American Sheet Steel 
Company received orders from the gener- 
al offices to dismantle sheet mi!l No. 1 
and ship the machinery to Vandergrift, 
Pa. The work of dismantling will be 
commenced at once. 

Mayor Black, of MceKesport, today 
fined John Sheridan, a workman in the 
DeWees wood mill, $25 and costs, and 
Sheridan will have to serve thirty days in 
the work house in default of bail. Sher- 
idan has been spotted for some time by 
the strikers because he said the strike 
would not succeed and that he wanted to 
return to work. He was drinking hard 
Saturday night and jocked up. Today at 
the hearing no informant = appeared 
egainst him, but Mayor Black fined him 
beceused he heard he called him names 
He then refused a bond for the fine and 
refused to let reporters inspect the dock- 
et or transcript of the case unless they 
would guarantee the fine and costs. 

Superintendent D. M. Pitcock, of the 
IDemmler tin plate mills, said tonight the 
mill would be started this week with the 
old men. Ten city police and strikers are 
guarding the plant tonight. 

Shaffer Is Satisfied. 

President Shaffer announced that so far 
as the officials of the organization are 
concerned they are satisfied that the at- 
tempts of the officials of the trust to op- 
erate the plants in Pittsburg have been 
futile and that while there is apparently 
a lot of men at work and machinery in 
operation, practically no product is being 
turned out. 

The officials of the various plants that 
have been started during the week in 
Pittsburg say they have made gains in 
all of them. More men have come to 
work and the output is In every case in- 
creased. The Painer plant of the hoop 
combine started two additional mills to- 
dav and the officials say that before the 
end of the week these mills will be work- 
ing double turn. The Star mills are be- 
ing operated by non-union tin workers 
and two double mills are turning out sat- 
isfactory black sheets. 

Manager Piper claimg that the mills 
will be operated three turns before the 
end of the week. The IAndsey-McCutch- 
eon mills in Allegheny have two mills 
running and it is expected they will be 
put on double turn later in the week. 
The Clark hoop mills in Lawrenceville 
are operated in full force in a single turn, 
but they say the six mills will be on a 
double turn before the week cnds., 

Claims of Trust People. 

The officials of the upper and lower 
union mills of the Carnegie company to- 
day claimed that there was no difficulty 
in operating their milis. They denied 
that the refusal of some of their men 
to return to work had affected the plans 
in any way. To all outward appearances 
the lower mills were running as usual to- 
day, though the company has issued strict 
injunctions against entrance to the mills 
or the offices by any one not employed 
there 

At Amalgamated headquarters today 
the mail for the officials wag heavy and 
Secretary Williams received a number of 
checks representing contributions from 
the Amalgamated lodges in independent 
mills for the strike fund. Trustee Pierce 
and Vice President Gibson of the asso- 
ciation made a tour of the plants sup- 
posed to be operating and reported that 
here wag no truth in the report that so 
much was being accomplished by the 
plants. The pickets about the Star mills 
claim to have secured nineteen desertions, 
all told, from the plant since men were 
taken there. It was also claimed that of 
the total number in the mill nearly a fifth 
are made up of managers and feremen of 
oher plants. Regarding the Painter plant, 
it was said that the strikers were keeping 
away from the mills entirely and paid no 
attention to the reports of he new men 
that have been secured. Many of the 
strikers have obtained work elsewhere. 

No Conference Is Sought. 

New York, August 26.—Ralph M. Eas- 
ley, secretary of the National Civic Fed- 
eration of Labor, and Henry White, sec- 
retary of the United Garment Workers 
of America, arrived today from Pitts- 
burg. They said they had not been au- 
thorized to make any proposition look- 
ing toward a settlement of the United 
States Steel Corporation strike. While 
in Pittsburg they had a conference with 
President Shaffer, of the Amalgamated 
association, but without tangible result. 

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, arrived 
today. He was in conference with Mr.

HELD FOR THEFT 


Three Chicago Sleuths Arraigned 
for Defrauding City, 


SWELLED EXPENSE~ BILLS 


Attorney Tries To Prevent One of the 
Accused from Answering and Is 
Threatened with Eject- 
ment from the Court. 

Spoils Divided. 


Chicago, August 26.—The three officers 
of the detective bureau of the city po- 
lice department who are charged with de- 
frauding the city by means of fictitious 
expense accounts were put on trial today 
before the civil service commission. The 
accused officers are Lieutenant Peter J. 
Joyce, Detective Sergeant John C. Cramer 
and Detective John J. Tracey. 

The case of Joyce was taken up first 
and the board went into the matter of 
the expense accounts for the return of 
Prisoners Lovece and Larkins from Cleve- 
land last May. 

After W. H. Eubanks, chief in the state 
auditor’s office at Springfield, had identi. 
fled the requisition papers and a check 
for $75.80 which Tracey received as ex- 
penses in bringing back Larkins, Tracey 
was called before the board. Though he 
proved an unwilling witness, the corpo- 
ration counsel drew out of him considera- 
ble incriminating testimony against Lieu- 
tenant Joyce and Detective Sergeant Cra- 
mef. 

He Couldn’t Answer. 


Tracey refused to answer a number 
of questions put to him by Assistant Cor- 
poration Counsel Fyffe on the ground 
that it might incriminate him. In doing 
this he followed the advice of his attor- 
ney, Simeon Armstrong, who frequently 
interrupted his examination with sugges- 
tions that he refuse to answer. Finallv 
President Tia, of the civil service cor. 
mission, threatened to have the lawyer 
ejected from the room unless he desisted. 
and the warning had the desired effect. 

Tracey testified that he and Cramer had 
been assigned to run down the man Lar- 
kins, who was charged with horse steal- 
ing, and that they were finally notified 
that the man was under arrest In Cleve- 
land. He admitted that they dia not go 
after Larkins, but arranged with Police- 
man Gallagher, who was in Cleveland 
after the prisoner, Lovece, to bring both 
men back. Pressed further by the attor- 
neys, Tracey admitted that he had signed 
and presented the messenger’s expense 
account, making full charges for bringing 
Larkins back to Chicago. He explained 
that Lieutenant Joyce, a desk officer of 
the detective bureau. made out the ex- 
pense account and attached the notary's 
seal. A moment Jater he said he got the 
check and cashed it. 

“What did you do with the money?’ 
Tracey was asked. 


Feared To Incriminate Self. 


His attorney advised him not to an- 
swer and the witness said: 

“I don't wish to answer it because it 
might incriminate me.”’ 

Continuing, Tracey said: 

“Joyce told me that it was the regular 
thing for an officer to bring back another 
man’s prisoner and to put in an extra 
expense account for it.”’ 

Chief O'Neill has charged that the 
money illegally obtained was divided 
among the accused officers. Pressed fur- 
ther, Tracey explained that he had given 
Cramer $27." He admitted that this 
amount covered the actual expenses of 
bringing WLarkins to Chicago and that 
the remainder of the sum recetved from 
the state represented the surplus, which 
was to be divided. He said he had re- 
celved $48.80 and that he still had if. 

“Did Jovee know that only $27 was 
spent in actual expenses?”’ asked Attor- 
ney Fvffe. 

“Of course he did: he saw the vouchers 
and knew fust what was spent.”’ 

This closed the direct examination of 
Tracey and an adjournment was taken 
until tomorrow. 


ARMOR ROYALTIES WITHHELD. 


Secretary of Navy Refuses To Pay 
the Carnegie Company. 

Washington, August 2%.—The depart- 
ment of justice in an opinion bv Acting 
Attorney General Beck, has advised the 
secretary of the navy that he is justi- 
fied in withholding his approval of cer- 
tain vouchers which have been submitted 
by the Bethlehem Steel Company and the 
Carnegie Steel Company for rovalties 
which these companies paid to the Harvey 
Steel Company for the use of the Harvev 
proces: in hardening steel and for which 
they claim relmbursement from the gov- 
ernment under a contract by which the 
government agreed to repay these roy- 
alties to the, steel companies if the steel 
companies were “required to pay"’ them 
to the Harvey Steel Company. 

The Habilitv to pav these royalties has 
been a matter of dispute for some vears, 
and while the particular rovalties only 
relate to the hardening of the armor 
plates for the battleships lilinois and Wis- 
consin, vet the decision affects all of the 
royalties upon the various battleships 
which have been constructed since 1893 
or under process of construction. 


Witnesses Against Neely. 


Washington, August 26.—The war de- 
partment has directed Attorney H. C. 
Lewis, special agent of the department 
in the prosecution of Charles Neely, ac- 
cused of postal frauds in Cuba, to turn 
over to General Wood the testimony of 
twenty-four witnesses if the department 
of justice has no objection. Among the 
witnesses whose testimony has been tak- 
en is that of the president and cashier 
of the Seventh national bank of New 
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the conference resulted in no results. Mr.

“We had no proposition to make and 
we did not seek authority to act for 
the Amalgamated association. We mere- 
lv made it clear that we were at the ser- 
vice of both sides in an effoyt to reach a 

ettlement. 
r “We are ready,’’ Mr. Easley added, ‘‘to 
endeavor to bring the contending factors 
to an understanding, but we have made 
no offers to either side. Such an offer 
might do more harni than good.” 

Mr. Easley said in conclusion that he 
did not expect to see Messrs. Morgan 
or Schwab and that he was not trying 
to obtain a conference with them.

The Lynching Specter. 


The prevalence of negro crime and 
its lamentable after result of reprisal 
has, perhaps, never been more acute 
than at the present time. Attendant 
upon every lynching, the details of 
which have shocked the nation, there 
has been the preliminary crime, worse 
than the death and torture subsequnt- 
ly visited upon the wretched perpe- 
trator. 

That the people of the south nave all 
along keenly felt the ultimate danger 
of this condition is known to all fair- 
minded men. They have been handi- 
capped, however, by the unjust criti- 


cisms of people in other sections, who, | 


ignorant of the conditions, have viewed 
it from the wrong point of view. The 
criminal, after all, is but the exception 
in human society, and the necessity 
for punishment consequently limited. 
To repress even this amount of crime 


has always been the desire of the 


southern people, and much more could 
have been done had they found behind 
them the sympathy instead of the ill- 
will of people abroad. The shocking 
frequency of crime during the-past few 
wecks andthe inexorable following of 
punisament has 
had the efféct of awakening muny of 


_ the journals of the north to the fact 


that there is a problem; that it is na- 
tional and not sectional, and that con- 
sideration for each other must precede 
any attempt at its solution. The Bos- 
ton Transcript, for instanee, in a 


lengthy review of the situation, be- 


trays a desire to have a better under- 
standing, in that it takes note of the 
motives. underlying southern action. 
“Above all,” says The Transcript— 
let us not blink at the ugly facts of 
the social situation in the south. No man 
who has not come in contact with white 
public opinion in the south; no man who 
has not seen the colored masses of the 
south ag they are can form a judgment 
of the critical situation, or of the reme- 
dies for it that is of the slightest value. 
These are the two factors above all others 
that cannot be ignored. The white men 
of the south from the graduate of the 
University of Virginia to the ‘‘cracker’’ 
who has never seen a primer are a unit 
in their belief that offense against white 
women by colored men carry with them 
a pollution that places them in a different 
and more terrible category from an of- 
fense committed on a fellow-member of 
one race. 

Then The Transcript gives allow- 
ance for the fear felt for the home, 
saying: 

To the white men of the south the ques- 
tion often turns on the first law of na- 
ture. They are in many places a handful 
of the higher against thousands of the 
lower race. The fear of the nameless evi] 
shadows their lives. It even circles the 
cutskirts of southern cities, the national 
capital itself not excepted. There are 
breezy hills and pleasant meads around 
southern cities where no white man builds 
because if he put his home there he could 
not be at peace at his business, his 
thoughts being haunted by ‘the black 
terror.”” Northern people must not in 
fairness to themselves, in fairness to the 
southern whites, in fairness to the south- 
ern negroes, lose sight of such consider- 
ationg as these, which they will touch if 
they go farther south even than the 
Maryland boundary. 

As to the desire for Jynching itself on 
part of the whites and the prevalence 
of a nameless cvil among the blacks, 
The Transcript says: 

Southern whites, while united in con- 
sidering a certain crime atrocious of it- 
self. more atrocious when committe by 
@ negro whose victim is white are by no 
means all advocates of Ivynching. They 
have given many instances of opposition 
to local mob sentiment that are simply 
heroic. Nor are all the southern blacks 
Hke the colored people of the north. The 
southern black is improving in educa- 
tion, thrift and character undoubtedly. 
but among the colored masses of the 
south there is an element of brutality 
that nothing but education, Christian 
sympathy, guidance and forbearance can 
eradicate or even subdue. The northern 
negro i¢ ambitious, smart, industrious and 
serviceable: he likes to dress well and 
will save and labor for his clothes. He is 
a sober sort of a man, quiet and respect- 
ful, anxious to show himself as ‘‘good as 
white folks.’’ He would not feel at all at 
home if suddenly transported to one of 
the southern ‘“‘black belts;’”’ he would not 
stay there long; for he could not endure 
his colored neighbors, and it is doubtfu 
if they would endure him. To his entcr-

The Tallulah Falls Exposition. 

The importance to developers of the 
country to be exploited by the Taiiulah 
Falls exposition may be seen from a 
statement made as to one of the coun- 
ties to be reached. 

From this it appears that Macon 
county, North Carolina, whose county 
site, Franklin, will be the new ter- 
minus of the Tallulah Falls railroad, 
when completed, will run a 60-mile 
wagon train from Franklin to the ex- 
position, starting September 1, and 
bringing down the display of Macon 
county, a display that will be an eyc- 
opener to those not familiar with the 
resources of this wondrously favored 
region. Mr. Lee Barnard, of Franklin, is 
at the head of this movement. Mr. 
Barnard is a very public spirited citi- 
zen and a man of affairs, who realizes 
the great benefit to be gained by let- 
ting the world know something of the 
resources of this marvelous section, 
which has hitherto lain undeveloped 
by reason of its isolation. Others will 
join him on the route through the 
mountains with exhibits of timber, 
stock, minerals, etc., so by the time 
the train re&ches the falls it will have 
grown to really astonishing propor- 
tions. 

Sixty miles of undeveloped territory 
in the richest section of the union, 
within one day of the great commer- 
cial centers, should be enough to at- 
tract attention everywhere. This sec- 
tion is rich in timber and minerals, 
and when these resources shall have 
been exploited it will still be the 
choice scene of diversified agriculture. 

The Tallulah fair will mark a new 
era in the mountain country. 


Public Libraries Increasing. 

Andrew Carnegie’s liberality has 
made itself apparent in the statistical 
records at Washington, showing the 
number of libraries scattered broadcast 
throughout the United States at the 
present time. . 

According to the latest figures, there 
are now 5,383 public libraries in this 
country containing miore thar 1,000 
volumes each, 3,878 containing between 
260 and 1,000 volumes each and sev- 
eral thousand containing less than 300 
volumes each. The total number of all 
the volumes contained in the public 
libraries of the country is 46,610,509, 
an increase of 12,014,251 in five years. 
If the number of volumes contained in 
the private libraries of the country 
could: be added to the above figures, 
the result would be doubled, and per- 
haps trebled. . ‘ gee : 

Some idea of the stimulus which the 
liberality of Andrew Carnegie has im- 
parted to the reading of books may 
be gained by noting the extent of his 
benefactions. 

In 1899 Mr. Carnegie gave $3,503,500 
to 34 libraries. In 1900 he gave $645,- 
000 to 19 libraries. For the present 
year he has given up to date $12,148,500 
to 86 libraries, making a total of $16,- 
997,000 given to 139 libraries by this’ 
distinguished benefactor. 

As the result of Mr. Carnegte’s lib- 
erality, there will no doubt be an ex- 
traordinary increase in the number of 
public libraries throughout the United 
States during the next few years. Un- 
doubtedly the life of the American 
people, even in the rural districts, is 
becoming more studious and intel- 


lectual. be ns

Because Austria unwittingly furnish- 
ed the tool for Louis Napoleon’s im- 
perial scheme in Mexico, the govern- 
ments of these two countries have not 
‘“howd’yed” as they passed by.

The Tast of the Bclivars. 

The recent death of Fernando Simar 
Santiago Bolivar at Caracas, Venezueia, 
removes from the world’s stage the 
last member of the family whose name 
has been rendered illustrious in the 


annals of South America through the’ 


achievements of Simon Bolivar, other- 
wise known as the Great Liberator. 
This last representative of the fam- 
ily died at the ripe old age of 91 “ears. 
Though he made little outward dis- 
play, he was credited with large means, 
and probably left an immense estate. 
Quite different were the circumstances 
under which Simon Bolivar himself 
was permitted to‘close his eyes upon 
the scenes of this earth. For notwith- 
standing the fact that he was instru- 
mental in overthrowing the power of 
Spain in South America and in bring- 
ing into existence five independent re- 
publics, he was allowed, through the 
remorselessness of Latin-American 
politics to spend his last days in exile. 
But time soon cleared away the mists 
of jealousy which.prevented the people 
of South America from appreciating 
the real character of the great hero, 
and before many years had elapsed 
what remained of his ashes were 


brought. back to his old. home in Ca- 
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racas and reinterred with distinguished 
military honors. Since then an im- 
posing monument of marble has risen 
in stately proportions over his grave, 
while countless memorials of one kind 
and another have sprung up, not only 
in Venezuela, but throughout the va- 
rious countries of South America, and 
today he is the object of the same ven- 
eration at the hands of South Ameri- 
cans which the people of this country 
bestow upon Washington. 

There is something pathetic in the 
fact that the last member of the. fam- 
ily to bear the name of Bolivar has 
passed away, but the world is not ast 
to forget the achievements of the Great 
Liberator. Art has embalmed them in 
deathless stone, while history has pro- 
claimed them upon her impartial page. 


Bringing the Writers Together. 

A pleasant custom which has be- 
come established in Georgia is that of 
entertaining the newspaper correspon- 
dents. 

The Marietta Journal has just enter- 
tained such a gathering under the 
shade of some lordly Cobb county 
oaks. There were speeches a8 well as 
barbecued meats, and the opportunity 
for intermingling was not the least 
feature. But a few weeks ago The 
Griffin News gave a similar entertain- 
ment. 

Such meetings have a wider result 
than better service to .-he newspapers.

I quit the bus- 
iness after my arrest, and from that 
day to this I have been devoting my en®r- 
gies to cultivating the ground. You can 
see the result. I am selling corn at $1 a 
bushel, and have more than I know what 
to do with. I have everything in abun- 
dance, and am as happy and as prosper- 
ous as @ man need be.’ ”’ 


The Macon Telegraph tells of a pro- 
gressive farmer who did not have to 
leave Georgia to find a Klondike all his 
own. This man is farming on 400 acres 
of land. He is selling three or four car 
loads of melons a week and realizing 
about $140 per car. This wil! likely last 
for four or five weeks. He has shipped 
1,400 pounds of honey and sold ¢ for 10 
cents per pound. He has shipped several 
car loads of peaches and realized hand- 
somely on them. He has proven that hog 
raising in Georgia is profitable aed car- 
ries three or four hogs to market every 
week. He has a prospect of forty or 
fifty bales of cotton and 400 or 500 bush- 
els of corn and potatoes. He is getting 
rich on 40 acres of land. This farmer's 
total investment, it is further stated, 
is not more than $10,000, which means a 
yearly profit of about 50 per cent, besides 
a living for his family. The gold mine 
that pay better than this in the long run 
is the exception.

PROVISION FOR ALDERMAN 
FOR THE SEVENTH WARD 


Wew Meniber of Aldermanic Board 
To Be Chosen for Term of Three 
‘Years — Candidates for 
Council and Alder- 
manic Board. 


In just thirty days the qualified voters 
of Atlanta will have an opportunity to 
say who the nominees for councilmanic 
honors this fall shall be. The city execu- 
tive committee, at a meeting held yes- 
terday afternoon at 1 o’clock in the coun- 
cil chamber, set September 26th as the 
day for holding the city white primary 
election. 

On the Mth of next month—exactly 
twelve days before the primary—the reg- 
istration books will be closed by the reg- 
istrar. At noon on September 27th the 
city executive committee will meet agdin 
for the purpose of declaring the result 
of the primary, which will put the party 
nominees before the citizens for the regu- 
lar election. 

The regular election will take place on 
the third Wednesday in December. 

Will Elect Extra Aldermen. 

Provision was made by the committee 
for the election of an alderman from 


the seventh ward. It may be remembered 
that council some weeks ago passed a 
resolution requesting the general assem- 
bly to amend the city charter s0 that 
the aldermanic board should consist’ of 
seven instead of six members. This 
would give every ward in the city repre- 
sentation in the board, and would elimi- 
nate the provision of a charter amend- 
ment passed last year giving authority 
to the mayor to vote-In cases of a tle. 

The provision for a seventh ward alder- 
man was contained in a resolution which 
Captain W. H. Brotherton submitted to 
the committee. The resolution was in the 
nature of a substitute. 

Committeeman Mike Riley, of the first 
ward, sprung the sensation of the meet- 
ing when he proposed to strike that 
portion of the general rules governing 
the election which provides that the nom- 
inees shall take oath. He declared that 
he did not like to see men go into office 
perjured. 

“The section that I would have strick- 
en,’’ said he, ‘‘provides that they must 
swear that they have had no paid work- 
ers at the polls and have spent no money 
in the election. The man who has the 
most paid workers is usually the one 
who wins. We all know how it was last 


year.”’ 
Wo Second to Motion. 


Committeeman L. Z Rosser agreed 
with Committeeman Riley that it was 
deplorable. that money should be spent 
in elections, but he was of the opinion 
that the oath should not be stricken. 
Chairman Moyers agreed with Mr. Rosser 
on this proposition. There was no sec- 
ond to Mr. Riley’s motion, and hence no 
action was taken. 

Immediately after the roll call Com- 
mitteeman W. D. Thomson, of the fourth 
ward, presented a resolution providing 
that the primary election be held Sep- 
tember 27. Committeeman W. H. Broth- 
erton, of the first ward, offered a substi- 
tute setting the date forward one day 
and making the provision for a seventh 
ward alderman more explicit. Mr. Thom- 
son accepted the substitute and it was 
adopted unanimously. 

The Brotherton resolution provided that 
the primary be held on September 26; 
that the registration close on September 
14; that the executive committee meet on 
September 27 to declare the result; that 
the people vote for a seventh ward alder- 
man, and that the managers of the pri- 
mary be instructed to stretch the ropes 
to keep the crowd away from the ballot 
boxes. The Brotherton resolution also 
provides for the modified Australian bal- 
lot system such as has been used in At- 
lanta for several years. 

Chairman Moyers will, in the course of 
the next few days, appoint a sub-com- 
mittee composed of seven members—one 
from each ward—whose duty it will be 
to take charge of the details of the pri- 
marv election.

THE PROPERTY WORTH $35,000 


A Seven Mile Spur at Dalton—Case 
To Be Heard at the Capitol 
‘Seturday. 


A most important case is to be heard 
before Judge Fite in the library at -the 
capitol on Saturday next. It is the case 
of the Western and Atlantic railway 


against the Southern Railway Company, 
in which the state road seeks to establish- 
its claim of ownership to a seven-mile 
stretch of road leading out from Dalton. 

The piece of property over which the 
two roads are litigating is valued at $35,- 
000, and is regarded by each as a most 
important connection. The Southern rail- 
way has been using this 7 miles of 
track for some time past and asserts ifs 
claim to possession of it by a former 
understanding that the title of the road is 
owned by it. 

On the other hand, the Western and 
Atlantic railway contends that this seven- 
mile stretch is a portion of its line, and 
the Southern railway has no just claim of 
ownership on the same. 

The case will bring out many interesting 
and important legal questions. The South- 
ern will be represented by the regularly 
employed road counsel. The Western 
and Atlantic will be representd by At- 
torney General Joseph M. Terrell and 
Special Attorney Ed Brown. ,

THE PASSING THRONG 


Ordinary John R. Wilkinson has in his 
possession a rare and interesting souve- 
nir in the nature of a newspaper printed 
more than a hundred years ago. The 
age of this memento makes it an object 
both unique and interesting, but the fact 
which lends the greater interest and 
value to the paper is that upon its pages 
which have grown yellow through the 
lapse of time, and embodying the crude 
and primitive methods and ideas of early 
journalism, is the first printed notice of 
the death of George Washington with 
an account of the funeral of the first 
president. 

This rare possession was purchased re- 
cently by Judge Wilkinson from Mrs. 
L. E. Kirkland, of this city, the widow 
of a confederate soldier. The paper, The 
Ulster County Gazette of New York, was 
inherited by Mrs. Kirkland from her 
grandfather, John Clark, to whom it was 
deeded by an English nobleman, the 
original owner. An offer of $1,000 was 
made recently for this paper, which is 
believed to be one of a very few copies 
in existence. 

The Ulster County‘ Gazette was pub- 
lished at Kingston, Ulster county, N. vu 
by Samuel Freer & Son. The copy of the 
paper owned by Judge Wilkinson is dated 
Saturday, January 4, 1800. The paper was 
issued monthly and sold for 50 cents a 
copy. 

Following is a co-v of the published 
account of Washington's funeral. 
be noted that in many instances the cus- 
tom of a hundred years ago—that of us- 
ing a character like f for s—is repeatedly 
employed:

n wednesday laft the mortal part 
of WASHINGTON se the Grent—the 
Father of his Country, the Friend of 
Man, was configned to the tomb with 
solemn honors and funeral pomp. 

A multitude of persons affembled, 
for miles around, at Mount Vernon, 
the choice abode and laft residence 
of the illuftrious chief. There were 
the groves, the spacious avenues, the 
beautiful and sublime scenes, the no- 
ble manfhion—but, alas! the auguft 
inhabitant was now no more. The 
great soul was gone. His mortal part 
was there indeed, but, ah! how af- 
fecting? how awful the spectacle of 
such worth and greatness, thus, to 
mortal eyes fallen:—yes! fallen! 
fallen! 

In the long and lofty portico where 
oft the hero walked in all his glory, 
now lay the fhrouded corpse. The 
countenance, ftill composed and se- 
rene, seemed to depress the dignity 
of the spirit which lately dwelt in 
that lifeless form! There those who 
paid the laft sad honors to the bene- 
factor of his countrv took an impres- 
sive—a farewell view. 

On the ornament at the head of the 
coffin was inscribed, ‘“‘Surge ad judi- 
cium’’—about the middle of the coffin 
“Gloria Deo’ and on the silver plate

GEORGE WASHINGTON

On the 14th of December, 
1799.

Between three and four o'clock 
the sound from a veffel in the river, 
firing minute guns, awoke afrefh our 
solemn sorrow-—the corpse was re- 
moved—a band of mufic with mourn- 
ful melody melted the soul into all 
the tenderness of woe.

When the processjon had arrived at 
the bottom of the elevated lawn, on 
the banks of the Potomac, where the 
family vault is placed, the cavalrv 
halted, the infantry marched toward 
the mound and formed their lines— 
the clergy, the Masonic brothers, and 
the citizens descended to the vault, 
and the fugeral service of the church 
was performed. The firing wag re- 
peated from the veffel in the river, 
and the sounds echoed from the woods 
and hills around. 

Three general discharges by the in- 
fantry—the cavalry, and 11 pieces of 
artillery which lined the banks of the 
Potomac back of the vault, paid the 
laft tribute to the entombed Com- 
mander in Chief of the Armies of 
the United States and to the departed 
Hero. 

The Sun was now setting, Alas! the 
son of glory was.set forever. No—the 
name of WASHINGTON—the Ameri- 
can president and general—will tri- 
umph over death. he unclouded 
brightness of his gjory will illuminate 
the future ages. 

Contained also in this copy of The 
Gazette is the proclamation of art ages 
John Quincy Adams on the death o 
Washington, also the resolutions adopted 
by the senate. 

A great amount of foreign news is also 
published. This was brought over by 
packets from Europe, three manths be- 
ing required to make the trip across. 
The entire fund of news is condensed into 
a portion of a column. Following are 
some of the items to each of which from 
four to five lines are devoted.

WHERE SMUGGLERS AND CROOKS ABOUND: 
DOGS AS FIRST AIDS TO TARIFF DODGERS 
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R. OHL takes a step into Spain, visiting Sinea, the chief industry of whose inhabitants is beating 
While there he saw one of the famous trained dogs bring a bundle of contraband 
goods by the customs officials. Especially interesting is his description of the training of these sagacious 
animals. The Spaniards a motley crew of America-haters. 
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Linea, Spain, July 27.~I have been with 
the Spaniard on his native heath today 
and I can’t say I have found him a par- 
ticularly lovely character. Of course, I 
haven’t seen him at his best. It would be 
unfair to judge the people of the United 
States by the impression one would get 
from a frontier town in Arizona or New 
Mexico, and I suppose Linea bears about 
the same relationship to Madrid that 
Tombstone or some other classic town in 
the frontier bears to Boston or Wash- 
ington. Still, those towns give an in- 
sight into some phases of American life, 
and the Spaniard one sees here could not 
easily be mistaken for the people of any 
ether nationality. 

Nor are the conditions which exist 
here—the conditions which have built up 
the town and upon which its present ex- 
istence depends—to be found anywhere 
cutside of Spain. 

Here is a city of 10,000 people, every 
man, woman and child of whom depends 
for a livelihood, directly or irdirectly, 
upon beating the government. 

They are all of them smugglers, setting 
things across the boundary line between 
Gibraltar, which is an open port without 
tariffs, and Spain where the tariff rates 
on a lot of things are exorbitantly heavy, 
proves a highly profitable industry. 

Tobacco, for instance, is about 6 cents 
a pound in Gibraltar and 14 cents a pound 
in Spain, the difference in cost being due 
to the tariff placed upon its importation; 
sugar which brings, say 3 cents a pound 
in Gibraltar, will sell for about three 
times as much just across the line; the 
difference in cost of many other articles— 
necessities of life with the Spaniards—is 
about in the same proportion. The temp- 
tations to smuggling are, under the condi- 
tions, necessarily very great. A little 
money goes a very long way with the peor 
people of Spain, who are about the poor2t 
people on the face of the earth, and the 
amount a fellow can make by getting 
through a few pounds of tobacco a day 
enables him to live comfortably enough. 

These are the conditions which have 
conspired to make smugglers of all these 
people. One other factor contributing to 
the success of the industry is the univer- 
sal dishonesty of the Spanish government 
official. I had occasion to make come :ef- 
erence to this in one gf my letiers froin 
Gibraltar, citing certgin instances of this 
crookedness that were developed by cur 
war with Spain. Thievery on the ‘arger 
scale was brought to light then because 
events forced the higher officials to show 
their hands. Here with the men in the 
customs service the crookedness is rec- 
essarily on a smaller scale, oecause of 
more limited opportunities, but it is none 
the less flagrant. 

They al] stand in with the men engaged 
in smuggling; and while the sum tctal of 
a customs official’s rake-off may not reach 
that of a police captain in a New York 
red light precinct, it is large enough to 
make these customs jobs worth having. 
The fact that they are in great demand, 
even though there is no hope of anything 
like regular pay from the government— 
no hope, practically, of any pay at all— 
serves aS a pretty strong bit of circum- 
stantial evidence toward proving the rake- 
off. 

Unique Scene Presented. 

I doubt if anywhere else in the world 
there is a scene like that presented at the 
customs gates here at Linea. To see it 
at its best one should be on hand from 
5 to 7 or 8 o'clock in the evening when 
several thousand persons who have spent 
the day in Gibraltar are crowding through 
the customs gates. Not more than a mile 
away the Rock rises, an ever-present 
warning to Spain that she must keep her 
distance, a constant reminder to the proud 
Castilian that the day of his military 
greatness is past. 

Between the Spanish line and the base 
of the Rock is the neutral ground. This, 
as I believe I have explained, is a strip 
of land across the isthmus—a bit of No 
Man’s Land set there asa buffer between 
the two boundaries. Its purpose is, I pre- 
sume, to prevent, so far as possible; such 
misunderstandings and clashes as might 
come if the sentries of the two nations 
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the other. 

This is a barren waste. The only life 
I have seen upon it was animal—some 
dogs runnings near the Spanish line and 
some jean and hungry cows that were 
searching in vain for pasture and finding 
it not. Of these dogs there is a story to 
be told. 

The road across the Neutral Ground 
rvns along the western edge you left as 
you came from Gibraltar. The driveway 
is splendid until you pass the British sen- 
tries. then it becomes as vile as a Span- 
ish roadway could be. Spain is evidentiy 
responsible for keeping the road in con- 
dition, and as_you are jogged over it you 
have fresh cause for cursing the govern- 
ment we have driven from Cuba, Jorto 
Rico and the Philippines. 

Lining the roadway are Spanish sentries, 
They are undersized, dark, and their ap- 
pearance is notable chiefly for the queer 
white fatigue caps with flaps hanging 
down behind to protect the neck, the 
whole giving the general effect of a sun 
bonnet. At intervals of a few hundred 
yards—perhaps 20—there are sentry sta- 
ticns in the shape of square umbrellas to 
furnish protection from the sun, which 
beats down pretty fiercely upon this 
stretch of land. 

On nearing the Spanish line, the thing 
which first attracts your attention is a 
wire fence six or eight feet high. This, it 
is explained, has been built as a protec- 
tion against four-legged smugglers. Some 
of the human experts at this game of 
beating the government get their best re- 
sults by using dogs. These are carried 
out on ostensible hunting trips, which, 
the officials all understand, are loaded 
down with tobacco in Gibraltar and are 
sent through the lines at night. 

There is an interesting story in the 
training of these dogs. This seems to be 
quite an industry in itself, for a well- 
trained smuggling dog is a valuable piece 
of property. From earliest infancy they 
are taken in hand and taught to fear the 
uniform of the Spanish soldier. 
from the time they are weaned they are 
beaten daily by a man wearing the uni- 
form of a soldier. This is done syste- 
matically and with a vigor which insures 
constant fear of the soldier, so that when 
the dog’s days of. usefulness as a carrier 
of contraband goods arrive he will run 
at the sight of a uniform. 

The German army dogs are trained in 
much the same way. They are beaten by 
men in the uniforms of other armies un- 
til they are taught to run from any buta 
German soldier. I am told that the re- 
sults are quite satisfactory.

I 
am sure the guards could have prevented 
this particular bit of smuggling if they 
had honestly desired to do so, but they 
did not, although I will give them the 
credit of putting up a pretty good bluff.

As a rule, I was told, these dogs were

where in the world. The way our Ameri- 
can custom house vandals go through 
the trunks of passengers On steamers ar- 
riving at New York and other seaports 
is bad enough, but in a way it is nothing 
as compared with the personal examina- 
tion to which the several thousand Span- 
iards of Linea must subject themselves 
daily. They begin coming back from Gib 
by 3 o’clock in the afternoon and there 
is a continuous stream up to about 9 
o'clock. First gun fire from the great 
signal gun on the British fortifications 
comes at ahout 8:15 o’clock. and every 
non-resident Spaniard must be outside 
the fortifications by that time. The pen- 
alty of being caught inside 1s service in 
the guard house of the town, and the 
Spaniards know there is no chance of 
their escaping the penalty. Those who 
have gone over for work in the town 
Start back between 4 and “7 o‘clock 
and during those hours the stream of 
people becomes a procession. 

While it is a constantly moving proces- 
sion taken as a whole, closer inspection 
reveals many lapses in the movement. 
All along the line men, women and chil- 
dren have dropped out and are engaged 
in the serious occupation of hiding things 
in their clothing. The women are seen 
carefully depositing little packets under- 
neath their waists, inside their corsets— 
those who happen .o possess that article 
of wearing apparel—or in their stockings; 
the men find relatively similar hiding 
places. 

There is no attempt on the part of any- 
body to conceal the purpose of these ef- 
forts. The Spanish soldiers pacing up 
and down the side of the road see it all 
and know perfectly well that it is prepa- 
ration for beating the government, whose 
interests they are supposed to guard, but 
they look on with utter indifference and 
complacency. 

The concéalment accomplished, the 
journey is resumed. At the custom 
house, & two-story building painted a 
dull blue, there are two entrafce gates, 
one for vehicles and one for those on 
foot, and during the crush hotits both 
are as crowded with humanity as are the 
platforms of the elevated railroad sta- 
tions in New York. The officials evident- 
ly have no fear that English amd Ameri-

| are allowed to go through the lines with- 


out being so much as questioned, but our 
guide is a Spaniard and he must undergo 
the ordeal of inspection. 

Tt isn’t much of an ordeal during these 
busy hours. A line of inspectors in dark 
gray uniforms stretcMe&’ across the two 
entrances. Every man, woman and child 
has to submit to being felt over by the 
official hands. There is no waste of mod- 
esty in the treatment of the women. A 
suspicious lump anywhere about one of 
them brings a demand for the production 
of the hidden article and refusal results 
in a prompt search. Confiscation follows 
discovery. 

A good deal of sfuff is confiscated, of 
course, but for the most part this con- 
sists of small and unimportant articles. 
1 was unable to get anything like official 
figures on the confiscations or the amount 
of duty paid in the course of a year, but 
there is no question that the sum total is 
very small when compared with the 
amount that gets through without dis- 
covery. As the inspectors have to depend 
on their share for their living; as the 
higher officials must have a proportion- 
ate rake off, and as the smugglers them- 
selves are able to live in comparative 
clover—from the Spanish standpoint—on 
the net results of their industry and en- 
terprise, the amount of stuff that gets 
through he lines in a year’s time muat 
be pretty large. 

There is nothing worth recording about 
Linea except this smugeling industry. It 
is a nasty, ill-smellng town with narrow, 
dirty streets, no buildings of any note, 
ana a general air of disorder and disease 
as well as of dishonesty. It is typical 
of the worst parts of .ue real Spanish 
cities. People who know them best say 
that the high clas@ Spanish are not ex- 
celled in culture and refinement and all 
the graces by any people on the face of 
the earth, but the low class Spaniard 
reaches distinction at the other extreme. 
He is a scurvy dog.

Councilman Kontz Would Make Street | 
Car Companies Pay. 


COMMITTEES DID NOT MEET 


Members Who Were Present,Howev- 
er, Discussed Various Measures 
That Have Been Introduc- 
ed in Council on Mat- 
ters of Taxation. 


No joint meeting of the ordinancé, 
finance and etreet railway committees of 
council was held yesterday afternoon, 45 
scheduled, because of the absence of sev- 
eral members of the three committees. 
Chairman Kontz, of the ordinance com- 
mittee, saki he did not «now when a 
meeting would be held. Councilman John 
C. Reed came down to the city hall, ex- 
pecting to be present during the meeting, 
but being unwell, he had to leave, 

Those who met in the mayor's office 
were Councilmen Reed, Terry, Rawson, 
Hill, and City Attorney Mayson. 
During an informal] talk several of the or- 
dinances, which are to be passed upon 
by the committee, were discussed. 

Councilman Kontz declared he was of 
the opinion that street railway companies 
in Atlanta should be charged for their 
right of way in the streets. ie said rail- 
road companies paid many thousands of 
dollars for their rights of way, and he 
thought the street car companies shculd 
pay something in addition to a ressonable 
ad valorem and business <ax. 

Judge Kontz’s proposed ordinance, which 
is on the same line as that introduced 
some time ago by Colonel Reed, was c's- 
cussed.

22, 1899, operative as soon as ‘he Power 
company should get any extensions of 
lines. The general ordinance, it is held,

NEAR THE POLICE STATION 


NWegro Took Joe Sen’s Pocketbook 
-eand Made His Escape—Weapon 
Was a Rock and Sen Was 
Sent to the Grady 
Hospital. 


One of the boldest crimes that has been 
committed in Atlanta in some time oc- 
curred yesterday afternoon shortly DG 
fore 4 o'clock on Piedmont avenue. 

In broad day light, within three blocks 
of the police station and while people 
were passing along the street, Joe Sen, a 
Chinaman, was assaulted with a rock, 
knocked unconscious and robbed by a 
daring negro highwayman. After looting 
‘the Chinaman’s pocketbook the negro 
dashed down the street, leaped a fence 
and made his escape. He is still at large. 

Joe Sen, in company with another 
Chinaman, was walking along Piedmont 
avenue. A negro, who was also on the 
Street, sighted the Chinamen and picking 
up a rock approached them. As he reach- 
ed the men the hand containing the rock 
suddenly shot out and Joe Sen was dealt 
a terrific blow on the head. 

The Chinaman reeled and fell heavily 
to the ground unconscious. Instantly the 
qesperate negro leaped to his side and 
running his hand into his pocket, seized 
a pocketbook. Quickly opening the pock- 
etbook he rifled it of its contents and 
then throwing it into the street, dashed 
away. 

People on the street rushed to the side 
of the injured man and his companion 
gave chase after the fleeing highwayman. 
The negro leaped a fence, however, and 
made his escape. 

Police station was notified and Call

CONVICTS IN GOOD HEALTH. 


‘Captain’ Yancey Says That Reports 
as to Bad Conditions in Camps 
fre Ground:ess. 

Recently there has been a good deal 
said in the public prints to the effect 
that the health of the state convicts at 
the present time was, as a genera! thing, 
much worse than at any time in the past 
few years. This arose from the state- 
ment made by a physician who is located 
at the state prison farm at Milledgeville. 
To show the real state of affairs Cap- 
tain Goodloe Yancey, secretary to the 
prison commission, has made a careful 
study of the latest sworn statements for 
August of the physicians attending the 
various camps and finds that out of 2,015 
convicts at nineteen camps only eight are 
in the hospitals from sickness and seven 


are there as the result of accidents, mak- 


ing a total of fifteen not able to work. 
The nineteen camps are as follows: Dur- 
ham mines, Lookout mines, Bartow mines, 
Chattahoochee Brick Company, Adrian, 
Richwood, Colquitt, Jakin, Kramer, Worth 
No, 1, Worth No. 2, Albany, Doe Run, 
Pitts, Egypt, Donalsonville, Saffold and 
Fargo. 

The fifteen referred to above as unabie 
to work do not include those who are 
sick at the state farm, for the reason 
that as far as men are concerned only 
these who are impaired in health are senit 
there. Of the eighty-four women only 
three are in the hospital and of the 170

Governor Candler issued the following 
Labor day proclamation yesterday: 

The general assembly of , Georgia 
having designated the first Monday in 
September of each year as Labor day, 
and having by solemn enactment made 
that day a legal holiday, I, A. D. 
Candler, governor of the state, do here- 
by issue this proclamation request- 
ing that on Monday, the second day of 
September, 191, there be a cessation 
of labor throughout the state and that 
all places where labor is employed be 
closed. 

I esvecially recommend that em- 
ployers and employees cooperate with 
each other on this day, the first Labor 
day in the new century, with a view 
to promoting closer relations and the 
greatest degree of mutual confidence, 
since the best interests not only of the 
employer and the employee. but as well 
of all the people of every calling, 
are promoted by the observance of the 
golden rule, ‘‘Whatsoever ye would 
that men should do unto you, do ye 
even so unto them.” 

Our state is prosperous, and by the 
observance of this rule, it will con- 
tinue to be prosperous, and in the fu- 
ture, as in the past, we will be free 
from those disturbances which have 
afflicted some other communities to 
the great injury of all the people in 
the localities in which they have pre- 
vailed.

CLOSE WAS SHARPLY HIGHER 


The Markets in Chicago Were Dull, 
Weak and Lower—The Stock 
Market Closed Irregular 
with Sentiment Much 
Unsettled. 


New York, August 26.—The market for cotton 
futures ooened firm with prices 9 to |4 points 
h'gher and continued to advance until a net 
rise of 15 to 18 points had been scored over 
Saturday's bids. This was a full response to 
strong Liverpool cables and very bullish in- 
formation from the crop country. Speculation 
was active all day, with public buying a fea- 
ture much of the time. The principal’ bull 
factor in today’s market was the cable news. 
This indicated an advance of |11@/I2 points 
in futures at top and of 5-32d in spot cotton 
in Liverpool, where shorts, spinners and the 
bull element were striving to secure almost 
unlimited amvuunts of cotton for nearby de- 
livery. This buying overflowed into the local 
pit and figured prominently as a supporting 
influence here. Next in order after the cables 
were unfavorable crop reports, these showing 
excessive shedding through continued rains 
over the eastern and portions of the central 
belt, where the plant is considerably late, and 
showed deterioration through long absence of 
rain over extensive areas west of the Mis- 
sissippi. The early wave of buying carried 
October to 7.98 and January to 8.07, after 
which there were reactions under profit taking 
by room longs, commission houses and south- 
ern interests. Fears that tomorrow's weekly 
government report would create another scare 
in the English market and be sufficiently bull- 
ish to stimulate public buying here, led to 
covering by tired shorts in the last hour. 
The market was finally steady with prices net 
ti to 19 points higher, 


Revisw of the New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, August 26.-—-Beyond the fact 
that the market is strong, there is little to be 
said in connection with conditions prevailing 
in the line of spot cottons. There is a brisk 
inquiry for the better grades of the staple, 
and what little trading is being done is upon 
the basis of higher prices; but buyers find it 
extremely difficult just now to unearth desir- 
able lists and there is, therefore, little doing.

The market for contracts was in a whirl 
of excitement during the first call today. Liv- 
erpool led off with another frenzied opening 
advance of 5-32d on spots and 6-644 on deliv- 
eries, setting the market on this side by the 
ears and causing a very eruption of early buy- 
ing. Prices on the first call were {Ito 15 
points above Saturday's closing fig'ires. For a 
short while there was only one side to the 
market, shorts covering and bulls taking on 
new lines at almost any level. But with the 
first attempt to realize profits on long trading 
a development following immediately upon the 
close of the call, prices began to break badly, 
and in a remarkably short space of time had 
fallen away some !0 to 1I2 points. At that 
level the deciine became somewhat less pre- 
cipitate. but prices continued to work down 
slowly unti] the close, when August. showed 
an improvement on the day of 5 points, Sep- 
tember 4 points lower, while the other months 
were | point lower.

‘meaning in his philanthropic work and 
general life.

The presence of 
Freight and Passenger 
Chears, of the Central 
has headquarters in Chattanooga, 
city yesterday was the occasion of renew- 
ed gossip as to the choice of a successor 
to General Freight Agent W. A. Win- 
burn.” Mr. Chears said that his presence 
in Atlanta had nothing to do with the 
filling of the office of general freight 
agent. He would not admit that he was 
even a possibility for this position. 

However, a well posted railroad man ‘s 
authority for the statement that if the 
Central selects a general freight agent 
from its own employees it will be con- 
fined to a choice between Mr. Chears and 
W. E. Estis, who is at present local agent 
for the Central at Savannah, but was 
formally chief clerk for General Freight 
Agent W. A. Winburn. 


The Common Carrier savs: 


‘‘A member of the Georgia legislature 


says that he will introduce a bill next 
fall to authorize the sale of the only rail- 
road thg state has left—the Western and 
Atlantic. All the other roads have been 
sold because they did not pay. Now it is 
proposed to sell the Western and At- 
lantic because it does pay. Chairman 
Crenshaw, of the state railroad commis- 
sion, thinks the road would bring $12,000,- 
10. That would be $88,550 a mile. The 
lessee is paying the state $420,000 a vear 
rental, or 5% per cent on $8,000,000, which 
was considered the value of the property 
twelve years ago when the lease was 
made. 

“Who would pay $12,000,000 for the 
Western and Atlantic? The Southern 
railway could not buy because it owns a 
competing line. Nor could the Central of 
Georgia purchase for the same reason. 

“Would the Seaboard? 

“The Seaboard would look at $12,000,000 
a long time before giving it up for the 
Western and Atlantic. 

“The Georgia and 
would not bid against the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis, so there 
would really be only two bidders—the 
present lessee and the Seaboard. It is 
quite certain that the Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis would not give $12,- 
enon for the road. It would let the Sea- 
board have it first. So there would really 
be no one to run it up to the $12,000,000 
mark. 

“Sentiment in the state is not favorable 
to the sale of the road. It pays a good 
rental. and the lease has eighteen years 
vet to run. Whether the road will be 
less valuable at the end of the lease than 
it is now, we cannot tell, but its earning 
capacity will probably be greater. How- 
ever, that is a bridge which can be seen 
before it is reached.”

Cc. T. Airey, general agent for the Mo- 
bile and Ohio, is in St. Louis attending 
a meeting of the agents of his line. 

Cc. A. Cowles, commercial agent for the 
Norfolk and Western, has returned from 
Roanoke, Vay where he has been in con- 
ference with his people. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat says: 

‘“ Weare reaching out for St. Louis and 
will be running trains into the city by 
1993,’ said Jere Baxter, of Nashville, 
Tenn., who is stopping at the Southern 
hotel. Mr. Baxter comes to 8t. Louis for 
a short rest. He has been engaged for 
the past eight years in constructing the 
Tennessee Central railroad, and now it 
has reached such a stage that it will soon 
be running trains into Nashville. The 
first stretch of road was built from Har- 
riman to Monterey, Tenn. This section 
crosses the Cumberland mountains, and 
incidentally touches one of the largest 
cecal and coke flelds in the United States. 

‘from monterey to Lenanon we pur- 
chased the Nashville and Knoxville line, 
which is 104 miles long,’ said Mr. Baxter. 

‘The first payment on this road was 
made in St. Louis last Monday. From 
Tfbanon to Nashville we are building a 
stretch of track 32 miles in length. At the 
present time we have 2,400 men and 8&0 
mules at work, and we expect to get into 
Nashville by the first of the vear. At 
Nashville we were granted $500,.00 for ter- 
minals. and have the best location in the 
citv. The road will run from Nashville 
to Honkinsville: where it will connect 
with the Illinois Central, but our ulti- 
mate destination is Cairo. AS soon as we 
ean get the engineers we will begin on 
the survey. From Cairo we will have 
practically three lines upon which to en- 
ter St. Louis. and the length of our road 
will be abont four hundred miles.’ 

“Those who have followed the course 
Mr. Baxter has pursued will be surprised 
at his statements. Mr. Baxter began 
without a dollar, and has projected the 
road almost to a successful conclusion. 
He has been hailed at Nashville as some- 
thing more than a railroad builder, and 
the confidence his own people had in his 
plans has been the chief source of his 
strength. Mr. Baxter is only about 50 
vears of age, yet his hair is perfectly 
white.’’

On Friday 
teachers will report to their various 
grades and enroll pupils for the coming 
vear. 

In future the session. vfll begin at 8 
o’clock and last until 1 o'clock. 

Besides the other features yesterday 
there were addresses by C. E. Utterback, 
director of normal training; B. C. Davis, 
musical instructor, and Dr. Toepel, direc- 
tor of physical culture, which will be 
reguiar daily features of the normal 
course. 

Programme for Today. 

It was agreed yesterday that the ses- 
sions of the normal classes should be 
from 8 o’clock each morning until 1 
o'clock in the afternoon. All the lectur- 
ers and instructors, when not engaged 
in work in the white normal, will ad- 
dress those in attendance at the colored 
normal being held at the same time, but 
in another part of the Boys’ High school 
building.
